A REPORT by the Commiffioners for enquiring into 
the State of all Schools on Public or Charitable 
Foundations, in Ireland. 

MAY IT PLEASE YOUll GRACE, 

W E the underfigned Commiffioners, refpeftively nominated, appointed, arid 
elected, under the provifions of an Aft of Parliament palled in the forty-, 
fixth year of the reign of His prefent Majefty, intituled, “ An Aft to revive 
« a nd amend an A6t made in the Parliament of Ireland, for enabling the Lord 
« Lieutenant to appoint Commiffioners for enquiring into the feveral Funds and 
“ Revenues granted for the purpofes of Education, and into the State and Cou- 
rt dition of ail Schools in Ireland;” — inpurfuance of the powers veiled in us by 
the faid Aft, having met, commenced our enquiry with an inveftigation of the 
prefent Rate of the Funds of “ The Free Schools of Royal Foundation " 
and having examined and enquired into the Annual Value of all Lands, Tene- 
ments and Hereditaments granted and belonging to thefe Endowments, and 
having alfo examined and enquired into the prefent Rate and condition of thefe 
Schools, and School-houfes, the number of Scholars in faid Schools, and into the 
conduft of the feveral Mailers thereof ; and into the amount of the Annual 
Income, Profits and Salaries paid and payable to them refpeftively : We beg 
leave, purfuant to the provifions of the faid Aft of Parliament, to report to your 
Grace the refult of our enquiries. 

The Schools which are the fubject of our prefent Report, namely, the Free 
Schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Ennifkillen, Raplioe, Cavan, Banagher and 
Carysfort, were founded and endowed by King Charles the Firft, at two 
different periods. 

King Charles, in the fecond year of his reign, granted very confiderable Tracis 
of Land, lying and being in the Counties of Armagh, Tyrone, Fermanagh, 
Donegal, and Cavan, to the Archbilhop of Armagh, and his fuccelfors forever, in 
Trail, for the foie and proper behoof and ufe of the refpeftive Mailers of five Free 
Schools in the feveral Counties and Places mentioned in the Charter. 

And afterwards in the fourth year of his reign, in the refpeftive Charters for 
incorporating the Boroughs of Banagher in the Kings County, and of Carysfort in. 
the County -of Wicklow, he granted certain Lands in thofe counties to the 
Sovereigns and Burgeffes of thofe Boroughs, and their fuccelfors for ever, in 
Trull, for the only ufe and behoof of a Schoolmaller to refide and teach in each of 
thofe towns. 

We now proceed to lay before your Grace, our Report upon each of thefe 
Schools in their order : and in our Report upon the prefent Hate of them, we have 
made our Obfervations, and have fuggelled fuch prefent improvements and future 
application of the Funds of fome of thefe Schools, as appear to us bell calculated to 
render more effeftual the original purpofes of thefe Endowments; thefe we alfo 
fubmit to your Grace’s wifdom and conlideration. 

SCHOOL OF ARMAGH. 

The Lands with which the School of Armagh is endowed, contain, as appears 
by the laft furvey, made in the year 1771, fifteen hundred and thirty Acres, Englilh 
meafure, including Roads, Lakes, Rivers, and alfo about one hundred Acres of 
Bog. The Lands" are fituate in the county of Armagh, between the towns of 
Newry and Armagh. It appears that thefe Lands produced, in the year 1 804, the 
grofs annual rent of eleven hundred and forty-four Pounds ten Shillings and five

■fum of one hundred and Tixty-nine Pounds feven Shillings and eight Pence (ti, 

■ particulars of which are fet forth in the Evidence of the Matter of the School' the 
•net annual Rent received' by the prefent Matter, was nine hundred and feventv- 
five Pounds two Shillings and ten Pence. ' it has however been reprefented to us-b 
the Matter, that this rent was likely to'rrfe, from the ill of May 1806, to the fum of 

• one thousand and forty-three Pohnds four Shillings andfix Pence Halfpenny net 

Thefe School Lands. have been let at dilferent times by the Primate, and by 
;bis two immediate predeceflors, under the provifions of the Abt of Parliament 
1 1 th and 1 2th of George the 3d, chapter 17th, to different perfons, in Truft for the 
'Matters 1 of the'Sch-ool j. and on the rtt of May 1804, were let in Truft to Hector 
'Graham, Efqui re, for twenty-one years, referring an annual rent of fix hundred 
Pound’s for the Matter and his fucceffors, during the continuance of that Leafe 
It appears alfo, that thefe Leafes have at diflerent times been renewed upon the 
payment of a fine, at the rate of one hundred Pounds per annum, which fine has 

• been appropriated to the repairs of the Buildings belonging to the Foundation- 

• and that the laft. renewal made for theprefent Matter, took place in May 1806. 

It alfo appears, that there is a charge upon the Endowment of feven hundred 
and feventy-one Pounds, to be paid to the reprefentatives of the prefent Matter 
being three fourths of the fum of one thoufand and feventy-eight Pounds paid by 

■ him to his predeccffor, Do« 5 for Gruebere, for money expended in building the 
Matter’s holife. The remaining expence, of erecting the School-houfe and the 
other Buildings belonging to the Foundation, was defrayed partly by the Primate 
'Robinfon, who advanced three thoufand Pounds for that purpofe, and partly by 
Do&of Gruebere, the then Matter, who expended the additional fum of one 
thoufand Pounds, in confideration for which he procured the Truft Leafe to be 
made for his benefit. 

The Buildings belonging to this Endowment, which were completed in the 
. year one thoufand feven hundred and feventy-two, at an expence of above five 
thoufand Pounds, and which are very fpacious and commodious, comprize aSchool- 
' houfe,a houfe for the Matter’s refidence, and offices. The School-houfe is capable of 
containing from eighty to an hundred Boarders. Thefe buildings, which are iituated 
near the town of Armagh, are Hated to us to he in excellent repair, excepting 
the flooring of the 'School-rooms, which is wearing out. There were in January 
jaft, eighty-feven Boarders and twenty-nine Day-fcholars at the School. The 
terms for Boarders are, thirty-two Guineas per annum, and fix Guineas entrance; 
and for Day-fcholars, four Guineas per annum, and one Guinea entrance. 

Theprefent Matter, the Reverend Thomas Carpendale, A.M. was appointed 
by Primate Robinfon, in the year 1786, to be Matter of the School during good 
behaviour. He was appointed Matter upon the refignation of Debtor Gruebere, 
who rCfigned to Mr. Carpendale, upon the condition of receiving two hundred 

• and fifty Pounds per annum during his life. Mr. Carpendale afterwards, in the 
year one thoufand feven hundred and ninety-two, purchafed Dobtor Gruebere’s 
intereft in his Truft Leafe, and paid the fum of two thoufand Pounds to Debtor 

- Gruebere for the fame. From this period, the Leafe has been conftantly renewed 
to Mr. Carpendale’s Truftee ; and upon the firft renewal to him in that year, a fine 
of fix hundred Pounds was paid by Mr. Carpendale to Primate Robinfon, fix years 

• of the Truft Leafe for Doblor Gruebere being then expired. 

Mr. Carpendale has four Claffical Affiftants for his School ; the three firft at 
Hilaries of flxty Founds per annum each, the fourth at fifty Pounds per annum,' 
"The principal Affiftant has his board and lodging in the School-houfe ; the other 
three are provided by the Matter with dinner only, and have lodgings in the 
town. 

Mr. Carpendale appears to us to have paid, during the whole time that he has 
'been Matter, the clofeft and moft laudable attention to the duties of his School; 

- and no School in this Country maintains a higher reputation than that of Armagh. 
Mr. Carpendale is one of the Vicars of the Cathedral ' of Armagh, and has no 

■ other church, preferment. 

dun GANNON SCHOOL. 

The School' of Dungannon is endowed with Lands fituate about five miles from 
the town, containing above ttxteen hundred -Acres englifli. They are let at 
; prefent to Undertenants, for fourteen hundred and eighty-one Pounds -four Shillings 

J ■ ■ and 
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nine Pence per annum by the Son of 'the prefect Matter, who holds them 
.•under a iruit Leate for his Father s benefit, at the referved rent offeven hundred 
-and ninety-fix Pounds twelve Shillings. Such a Leafe appears to have been firft 
'granted in the year 1785, when the prefent Matter had the Lands valued- at five 
■hundred and ieventy Pounds per annum, and procured the Leafe for his Truftee 
from the them Primate, at the referved rent of four hundred and twentv-feven 
Founds ten Shillings, paying a fine of twelve hundred and thirty-five Pounds 
which was applied towards building a Sehool-houfe. ' 

This Leafe appears to have been renewed in the year one thoufand feyen hun- 
,ared and nmety-hve, at the fame referved rent, and a fine of three hundred and 
fifty-four 1 ounds eight Shillings was then paid for the renewal which is alfo 
ftated to have been expended on building; it was afterwards renewed every year 
for four years at the fame rent, and a fine at each renewal of twenty-three Pounds 
fix Shillings and eight Pence paid. Y 0Unds 

Of thefe fines for four years, the two firft are alfo ftated to have been applied to 
the fame purpofe; of the two lafl for the years 1798 and 1799. amoving to 
forty-fax 1 ounds thirteen and tour Pence, we have received no account. 

From the year 1799 Il,ere "’as no renewal until the year 1804, When the Lands 
were new valued by order of the prefent Primate, and a new Leafe granted at 
the above-mentioned referved rent of feyen hundred and ninety-fix Pounds twelve 
'Shillings, on the payment of a fine of fix hundred Pounds, which is in tile Primate's 
hands, together with a fine of one hundred and fix Pounds four Shillings and three 
-Pence, paid on the renewal of the Leafe in one thoufand eight hundred and fix at 
the fame referved rent. 1 hislaft renewal was granted by the Primate, on its bein» 
•reprefenterl to him, that the rent of the Lands had not been raifed above the 
.annual grofs value fet upon them in the year 1804, which was twelve hundred and 
■ leverity-rour Founds eleven Shillings and one Penny. 

, The t L'f'j/';. M f ,r ' the Re/ereud William Murray, D.D. -was appointed by 
Primate Kobinfon, dm mg good behaviour, in the year 1 778. He Hates that he has 
expended 1 on building a Sehool-houfe, a. Houfe for the Matter, and necefiary 
Offices, the fum of three thoufand one hundred and twenty Pounds twelve 
ShiUmgs and three Halfpence. Of this fum, fixteen hundred and thirty-fix Pounds' 
■one Shilling and four Pence appeared to have been produced by the Fines on 
granting and renewing Leafes; nine hundred and nine Pounds twelve Shillings is a 
■charge upon the Endowment, being the amount of two years income, calculated 
■on the firft referved rent of four hundred and twenty cfeven Pounds ten Shillings • 
to which is added the value of the demefne Lands (as they are called) of nine 
Acres and fixteen Perches near the Houfe, and eftimated at twenty-fovea Pounds 
per annum. • The Balance of Expenditure in favour of the Matter 
appears from this Statement to be five hundred and feventy-four Pounds eighteen 
Shillings and nine Pence Halfpenny : but to this balance he relinquiffied his 
Sou 011 ' S1 ' aut ° f the lle "’ Leafe inthe >' e£lr one thoufand eight hundred' 

file Sehool-houfe is dated to be capable of accommodating fixty-four Boarders 
ahd to be at prefent in exceeding good repair. The School-room and Play-ground 
appear to be too linall, the dimenfioris of the former being thirty-fix feet by 
twenty, and the latter containing a fpace of only forty yards by forty-four 
,' 1 here were in January laft, twenty-feven Boarders in the Houfe (exclufive of 
Mir who had been fome time abfent on account of fioknefs) and twelve Dav- 
lenolars. i he terms for Boarders are twenty-fix Guineas per annum, and five 
uiileas entrance-; and for Day-fcholars a Guinea per quarter, and a Guinea 
entrance. I here are ufually two Claffical Afiiftants in the School, to whom the 
inalter pays fifty Pounds per annum, with diet and lodging in the houfe. 

ottor Murray ftates, that lie has always attended in perfon the duties of his ■ 
school, and that he has no church preferment'. 

t is necefiary however to add, that from age and the decay of his memory, he

, u , °‘ ooo a Seminary; and we think it our duty to recommend that meafures 
u U be taken immediately for procuring a more efficient Matter. 

ENNISKILLEN SCHOOL. 

file School Lands of Ennifkillen School appear, by a ftirycy taken in the year 
■/-o, to contain about three thoufand three hundred and fixty Acres Engiiffi, of 
4i ' ' B which 
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which two thoufand five hundred and forty-eight are arable and p allure, and art’ 
fituated about lix or eight miles from the town ; there is no Leafe of them at pre- 
fent in exiftence, nor has been fince the appointment of the prefent Mailer, the 
Reverend Robert Burrowes, D. D. ; the Tenants pay their rents according to a 
jetting made by the late Mailer’s brother, who held the Lands under a Trull I^afe 
for his, the Matter’s benefit, granted. by the then Primate (Newcome) at the re- 
ferved rent of eight hundred Pounds per annum, with a covenant for renewal fines, 
at the rate of one hundred per annum ; they were then let to Undertenants for 
fourteen hundred and fixty-one Pounds per annum, which is the rent now paid; 
but the Trull Leafe having being furreiidered before the appointment of the 
prefent Matter, the Leafes to the Undertenants of courle became void, and no new 
ones have been fince. granted. 

Dodtor Burrowes Rates, that if they were now to be let, there would be a con- 
fiderable rife of rent. I lis appointment is dated January the 24111,1798, and is 
during pleafure. He receives the whole of the .Rents, together with ten Pounds 
per annum for a houfe in Ennilkilleu, which was the old School-houfe; and £.§, 
per annum paid by Lord Ennifkillen. 

The new School-houfe is a fpacious building, capable of accommodating fevent.y 
Boarders,, and is ftated to be in good repair. There, is a Demefiie of thirty-three 
acres attached to the houfe, not included in the furvey. There is a charge upon 
the Endowment for building, of thirteen hundred Pounds, being half of the ori- 
ginal charge of two years income expended by the laft Matter but one (Mr. 
Noble). The number of Boarders at the School in January laft, was fixty-five, and of 
D.ay-fcholars from twelve to fixteen. The terms for Boarders are thirty-two 
Guineas per annum, arid fix Guineas entrance; and for Dav-fcholars fix Guineas, 
and. one Guinea and a half entrance. 

Doftor Burrowes Hates, that he has prefented a Memorial to the Primate, for 
permifiion. to build conliderable additions to the Houfe and Offices, which his 
Grace is difpofed to grant, with leave to charge the ufual proportion of the fum 
laid out on the fucceeding matters. 

Dodtor Burrowes has three Claflical Affiftants (who all live in the School-houfe) 
and pays the firft £. 100, per annum, and the other two £. 40. each. He has con- 
ftantly attended in perfon to the duties of the School, which he appears to have, 
difeharged with equal diligence and ability, and the School is accordingly, and 
has been fince his appointment, in conliderable reputation. Doctor Burrowes had 
till lately the Living of Cappagh in the Diocefe of Derry, which he has recently 
exchanged for that of Drumragh in the fame Diocefe (both in the prefentation of 
Trinity^College Dublin, of which lie had formerly been Fellow). He refigned 
the Archdeaconry of Ferns, on his being appointed Matter of the School ol 
Ennifkillen. 

The Endowment of this School is unqueftionably much too large to be enjoyed 
by the Matter alone; when the Lands are new let, (as it appears to us they 
Ought to be) there is little doubt of their producing two thoufand Pounds per 
annum and upwards. A quarter of this fum would, in our opinion, be a fufficient 
allowance to the Head Matter. Another quarter, we think, would be advan- 
tageoufly applied to the foundation of Second and Third Matter (hips, at three 
hundred and two hundred Pounds per annum. A great part of the remainder ihould, • 
in our opinion, be employed in the maintenance of Scholars on the Foundation, 
agreeably to the original intention in the eftabl.iihment of thefe Inftitutions, which 
are exprefsly denominated “ Free Schools.” A plan for this purpofe had been 
fubmitted to the late Government of Ireland, by Doctor Burrowes, who is willing, • 
on the ground of implied future compenfation, that a part of his prefent Income 
ihould be fo applied. Such a plan on a larger fcale ihould, we think, be di gelled 
and prepared before another vacancy of the Mafter/liip> and adopted on the ap- 
pointment of the next Matter; it ihould be fo limited however, as tp leave a 
fufficient Fund for the Repairs of the School-houfe, and perhaps for the erection 
of other Buildings as they ihould be found wanting.' In the meantime it may he 
worth confideration, whether Doctor Burrowes’s plan, with fuch modifications as . 
might adapt it for further extension and permanent eftablillnnent, ihould. not be. 
immediately carried into execution, as the commencement of a fyftem hereafter 
to be introduced, as circumftances will allow, into: all the other Schools of Koya 
Foundation. The eftabliihmcnt of Second and Third Mafterfnips, we alfo coniicler 
to be of indifpenfable neceflity in the other Schools ; the prefent condition an 
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appointments of Under Teachers m all of them without exception, are fucli as 
uuift ever difcourage men of real merit and liberal minds from engagirm in that 
occupation. We need not urge the importance of fucil men being employed in 
the under departments of every Claflicai School, as well for the purpofe of effec 
tual inftruction as to lupply a fucceffion of well qualified Head Mailers- and we 
are perfuuded the acknowledged inferiority of the Grammar Schools in Ireland to 
thofe of the Sitter Ifland, is to be afcribed tomo other circumftance fo much as 
to deficiency of thofe who are ufnally engaged as Afiiftants and employed 
in teaching the Rudiments of Claflicai Learning. The Head Mailers of feme of 
our great Schools, are men of eminent literature and talents, and only want the 
afliftance of properly qualified Teachers (which on the prefent fyftem they are 
not able to procure) to raife their Schools to as high and well deferred reputation 
as any m England. The Funds of others of the Royal Schools (efpecially if re- 
lieved from the I raft Leafes) would alfo be adequate to the maintenance of 
foundation Scholars. 

RAPHOE SCHOOL. 

The Lands belonging to the School of Raphoe, are fituate in the weftern part 
of the county of Donegal, fifteen miles -from Raphoe, and four from the town of 
Donegal, on the great road from Londonderry to Sligo. 

By a furyey produced to us, it appears, that the Lands contain five thoufand 
nine hundred and forty-fix Acres, of which number, eleven hundred and fourteen 
are profitable, the remainder Bogs and Mountain. Thefe Lands abound with 
Limeilone ; and it is fluted to us, that the arable parts are tilled as much as they 
will bear, without greater efforts to manure them than the Tenants who are poor 
and very numerous, are difpofed to make. 5 1 

The Reverend James Irwin, A.B. is the prefent Mailer. He was appointed by 
'Government m the month of September 1 796, during pleafure. 

We find that in November 1 798, he let the Lands which conftitute the Endow- 
lnent of , the School, for ten years (provided his Incumbency fliould fo long continue! 
to one imndrffdand thirty Tenants, -at the yearly rent of fix hundred and thirty- 
nine Pounds. Two farms, producing ninety Pounds per annum, and included 'in 
the above, are let by him during his Incumbency. 

Mr. Irwin has Anted, that his predeceffor leafed thefe Lands, fometime after his 
appointment m one thoufand ieven hundred and feventy-one, at the yearly rent 
of three hundred and twenty-eight Pounds; he thinks the Lands at prefent worth 
Ieven hundred and fifty Pounds per annum, yet he collefits the prefent rent with 
hilticnlty Oil account of the number and poverty of the Tenants. Mr Irwin

The School-houfe, which is in the town of Raphoe, can at prefont accomino- 
oate forty Boarders, and, when certain improvements which are intended by the 
Mailer ftiall foe 1 completed, will, as he informed us, be capable of accommodating 
eu-n v 1 he Mailer further Hated to us, that he has memorialed for the cxpendi- 
re 0 weUe hundred Pounds upon additional buildings, repairs and alterations

There is hot one regular' U flier, at a diary of 
thirty Pounds per annum only ; and Mr. Irwin’ date's,, that three of his Sons, who 
have entered College, aflilt him as U-fhers, in their -turns. 

Mr. Irwin has two Church preferments, that of Cable Connor in the Diocefe of 
Offory, and the Living of Almoritia in the Diocefe of Meath. He dates, that he 
attends jeduloufly and .condantly to the duties of his ..School, and that it is 
increafmg. 

CAVAN SCHOOL. 

It appears ! by adurvey -made in the year 1805, during the adminidration and by 
direction of Earl Hardwicke, that the Lands granted for the endowment of the 
School of Cavan cohfid of 570 Acres two Roods and feventeen Perches Iriih 
plantation meafure, dtuate in the county of Cavan near the town, and part of 
them within three quarters of. a mile of it ; tbefe Lands, as it has been dated to us, 
were let by Do 61 or Cottingham, the lateMader, at the annual rent of five hundred 
and thirty-fix Pounds eight Shillings ; and the prefen t value of the Lands is 
about nine hundred Pounds ‘per annum. 

We find there never has been any School-houfe belonging to the Endowment, 
nor is any part of the School Lands well adapted to Rich a purpoTe. A School 
was kept by .Doctor Cottingham, or thofe employed by him, in a houfe rented by 
him, and fince converted into a barrack. In fad there has been no efficient 
'Schooimader, dnee the death of a Mr. Arbuthnot, an Ufher employed by Do6tor 
Cottingham. Mr. Arbuth not died in June 1803.. Doctor Cottingham’s age arid 
infirmities had rendered him incapable of perfonal. attendance to the duties of 
his School for many years previous to his death, which took place on the 2.5th of 
March .1 804. 

It . appears, that on the 21ft of March 1806, the Reverend John Moore, A.M. 
was appointed Mafter of this School by the Earl of Hardwicke, fubject to certain 
conditions, contained in an- Agreement dated the 20th of March i"8o6, and which 
.is fet forth in his Evidence. By the terms of this agreement, Mr. Moore was to 
receive three hundred Pounds per annum out of the Rents for his own ufe, and 
an hundred Pounds per annum for the lalary of an Afliftant, from the 25th of 
March 1806. It was ftipuluted with Mr. Moore, that the Arrears from the death 
of Do&or Cottingham until his appointment, and alio the Surplus of the Rents 
:at -which the Lands were then let, as well as of the improved Rent upon any new 
letting, over and above the faid allowance of four hundred Pounds per annum; 
lliould be applied towards forming a Fund for building a proper School-houfe; 
upon fuch fite as lliould be approved of. It appears, that on the 25th of March 
1 806, there was due by the feveral Tenants on the Lands, the fum of one thoufand 
and feventy-two Pounds fixteen Shillings, being two years Rent, according to the 
rate at which they were let by Doctor Cottingham. We find that of this arrear 
only three hundred and fixty-pnc Pounds nine Shillings and three Halfpence was 
collected on the io.th of January laft, the day on which Mr. Moore was examined 
by the Commi (boners ; and a fum of four hundred and thirty-eight Pounds nine- 
teen Shillings and four Pence Halfpenny fince. Thefe two fums, of three hundred 
rand fixty-one Pounds nine Shillings and three Halfpence, and four hundred and 
thirty-eight Pounds nineteen Shillings and four Pence Halfpenny, (fubjeft to the 
deductions of Agent’s fees) have been received by the prefent M after.

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There is not, nor has there been at any time, that we can di (cover, any SchooV 
ftjoufe belonging to the Endowment, nor does it appear that any School has been 
'kept at Banagher forCeveral years. Upon our referring to the Examination of 
rtlie Reverend Richard WaAurton, a former Matter, taken m the year 1788, 
before the Gommiffioners -then appointed to enquire into the ftate of the Funds 
Granted for the purpofes of Education in Ireland, we find that great encroachments 
fiad been made on the School Lands ; and that at the time of faid examination, 
iheir contents were reduced from two hundred and eighty-five Acres, the number 

mentioned ill the Charter, to two hundred and lour. 

The prefent Matter, the Reverend Thomas Morris, A. M. was appointed by 
■patent during pleafure, on the 1 8th of September 1 8.06. , 

Mr Morris by our order, caufed a furvey of the Lands to be made in June lad, 
‘by which it appears, that the School Lands at prefent confift of only two hundred 
'and eight Acres thirty-two Perches ; fo that nearly feventy-feven Acres of the 
•orio-inal grant are now loft to this Endowment by the encroachments of the 
neighbouring Landholders, and by the negligence of former Mailers _ 

Mr Morris has ftatecl to 'us, that he has taken two contiguous houles m the 
'town of Banagher, at a rent of one hundred and fifty-fix Pounds feventeen 
‘Shillings and fix Pence, which is nearly equal to the prefent annual produce of 
the Lands. Thefe houfes, which he has taken for the temporary accommodation 
-of himfelf and his Scholars, he has rep relented as well calculated for the 
purpofes' of a School, being a fpacious concern, with an extenf.ve rare, a garden 
"and three acres of land adjoining, and of which a lcafe for ever has been promifed 
..him. But as this contradt is the mere private agreement of the Matter, and as the 
Endowment is but fm all, and as this Foundation is not included in the Act of 
Parliament, that authorizes the making a Truft Leafe for the purpofe of railing a 
fum of money for' building, it tens a matter worthy ot the cpnMeration of your 
Grace whether, in order to give efficacy and permanence to this Eftabli,hment,it 
"would not be advifablc to affift the Matter in purchafmg this concern or obtaining 
a leafe for ever of it, in order that it may be made the School-houfe of he

The mode in which -the Income of this Endowment could bebeft applied, feems 
to be the ettablifliment of a large Day School for the InftruCtion of the Poor; the 
Funds would be. Sufficient for the payment of a Matter, and for f applying the 
School with Books and Stationary, and alfo for keeping any 'SchooMioufe and 
School-room, which may be eredted, in proper repair ; and a final 1 fum would be 
fufficient to provide the necelfary accommodation for the Refidence of the Matter-, 
and the reception of his Day-fcholars. But the pre'fent Revenues of the School do 
not appear -adequate to Rich a Ripply.

To His Grace the Primate of all Ireland ; The Humble Memorial of the Reverend 
Thomas Morris, Matter of the-School of Banagher, 

Sheweth, 

<( ' H A ’’ was by your Grace, in the month of September daft, nominated to the 

A Mafterfliip of the School of Banagher-, vacant by the relignation of the Honourable and 
^Reverend Richard Ponfonbv. 

“ That Memorialift, anxious to evince the fincerity of his zeal to labour to carry your Grace’s 
•vvifhes for the-efticient-eftablilhment of a School on the Foundation into immediate execution, employ - 
•ed his utinoft diligence in endeavours to procure a houfe fufliciently large and commodious for that 
■purpofe, but for feveral months without fuccefs’. 

That he has at length fucceeded in obtaining (under a promife of a Leafe for ever) afpacious and 
'.commodious concern, in a truly eligible (ituationin the town of Banagher, confiding of two contiguous 
Houles, with an extenfive Here and excellent Garden, and a Field containing nearly three Acres ad- 
. joining, at a rent of one. hundred a year for the one, and fifty Guineas a year for the other, making 
an annual rent ol one hundred and fifty-fix Pounds ieventeen Shillings and Sixpence, nearly abforbiilg 
'the whole of the Income arifing from the Endowment, which is but £. 165. 15 s. od. yearly. 

I hat Memorialift was induced to enter into an engagement fo hazardous to a perfon totally def- 
falute of private refources, or any other means of fubfiftence, fave what arife from the Endowment, 
■and a Curacy of £. 50 . per annum, as well by "his hope of recommending himfelf to your Grace’s ap- 
piobation, as hy an expectation he was led to form, that the income of the Lands would be confiderably 
^ncieaied on the termination of the former tenure. That he advertifed the Lands, for the additional pur- 
pole ot receiving propofals and afeertaining their value, for the information of the Connnifiioners of 
ucation. That a principal Tenant, a Mr. Molloy, who held eighty-nine Acres of the beft quality 
atnoiigft -them, at a rent of 17 s. an Acre, under a Leaie executed to him in the year 1799 by the 
(( onourable and Reverend Richard Ponl’onby, your MemorialilVs predecefior, for twenty-one years, 
provided he had a right in law to bind his fucceflors, and not otherwife," refufed to furrender the Land, 
or lenewwith Memorialift, alleging, by advice (as Memorialift has been informed) of Couniellor 
° n * ,u /ons, that -h;s Leafe is good in law. That others of the Tenants who held under fimilur 
1 *“* Leafed} 
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l ea f es an d had been induced to give them up, and enter into a new agreement with Memorialift, have 
bien encouraged, by the example of Mr. Molloy, to manifeft a fpirit of refiftance to his claim, by which 
Memorialift is menaced with a vexatious and expenfive courfe of litigation, which, under the circum- 
stances of his prelent heavy engagement, and fubject to all the certain Expences and uncertain Returns 
of a School, he is unable to fuftain, while his attention is liable to be materially diftradted and drawn 
.away from the due and faithful difcharge of its important duties. 

“ That Memorialift begs leave further to ftate to your Grace, that without taking into the account 
the great expence of furniftung and fitting out a Houfe for the. purpofe of a School, lie has incurred a 
heavy Debt in the permanent improvement of it, in uniting the two Houfes, in building an Oven and 
Laundry, in building ninety-four perches of a Wall. of five feet high, for the purpofe of enclofing a 
•Plot of Ground for Play, and in various other neceffary improvements, (as may appear to your Grace 
*from the proper documents) by which a turn of no lei's than £ 115. has been confumed. 

“ That Memorialift, finding himfelf .unable to ventureVm the expence of converting one of the 
Offices belonging 10 the concerns, which is mbft defirably circumftanced for fuch a purpofe, into a 
School-room, has been obliged to appropriate one of the principal rooms of the houfe to the ufe of 
the -School (which has already opened) which has been productive of ferious inconvenience, the 
quantity of accommodation for Pupils being thereby fenfibly reduced, and the School expofed to 
the tumult and difturbance of a ftreet, the houfe being a fingle houfe, and affording no remote 

Memorialift lias procured a Plan and Eftimate of the School, which lie propofes to lay before 
your Grace, if required, in the humble hope that your Grace will be pleafed to take the abovemen- 
tioned particulars into your confideration, and recommend to the Board of Education to adopt fuch 
meafures for affording relief to Memorialift, as may be judged raoft expedient, and alfo for purchaling 
the Houfe, and declaring it for ever the School-houfe of'Banagher, which Memorialift (hall be obliged 
to keep in order, (fubjedf to dilapidations) for his fucceffors, who will thus be fayed from the em- 
barrafiinents and inconveni ftl *ses which Memorialift has experienced.

MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

W E the Tinderfigned Commiffioners for enquiring into the Several Funds and 
Revenues granted for the purpofe of Education, and into the State and Condi- 
tion of all 'Schools on Public and Charitable Foundations in Ireland, beg leave to 
report to your Grace, the refult of our enquiries into the prefent ftate of the 
Schools of Navan and Ballyroan, of private foundation. 

The Schools of Navan and Ballyroan were founded by Alderman John Prefton 
of the City of Dublin, who in the year one thoufand fix hundred and eighty-fix, 
executed a Deed, conveying the Lands of Cappaloughlin in the Queens County, 
containing about feven hundred and ninety Acres, and which he then eftimated at 
about eighty Pounds per annum, to certain perfons, their heirs and affigns for 
ever, in Tru'd, to pay a Schoolmafter of the Protellant Religion, refident and 
living in the town of Navan in the county of Meath, the yearly fum of thirty- 
• five Pounds ; and alfo to pay a like Schoolmafter, refident and living in the town 
of Ballyroan in the Queens County, the yearly fum of twenty-five Pounds ; and 
alfo to pay the fum of twenty Pounds yearly to the Hofpital of King Charles the 
2d, in Oxmantown, Dublin ; the nomination of the laid Schoolmafters to be in 
his eldeft fon, and his heirs male, and the truftees and their, heirs, or the major part of 
them for ever ; and in cafe of the rents of the faid Lands increafing, the overplus 
to be difpofed of, by the fame perfons or the major part of them, for the con- 
■ yenience of the faid Schools, or fuch other pious ufes as the fame perfons or the 
major part of them fhall from time to time appoint. 

it appears that the Lands belonging to this Endowment were let in the year one 
. thoufand feven hundred and eighty-four, under an Order of the Court of Chan- 
cery, for twenty-one years, at four hundred and thirty -one Pounds eight Shillings 
and nine Pence Halfpenny per annum ; and that the Difburfements for each School, 
■ as fettled in the year 1776 by a decree of the then Chancellor, Lord Lifford;, were

By referring to documents laid before the former Commiffioners for enquiring 
into the ftate of Schools in Ireland, it appears, that a Mr. Jones had been appointed 
Agent and receiver of the Rents of the Lands about the year 1764 ; that in the 
year 1765 the Lands had been let for iix hundred and ninety-two Pounds feven- 
teen Shillings and fix Pence ; but that previous to the year one thoufand feven 
hundred and feventy-fix, they had fallen to fo low a rent as three hundred and 
eighty- three Pounds fixteen Shillings and eight Pence ; and in the year 1784 they

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were fet by a Mailer in Chancery for two hundred and eleven Pounds per anniu 
which Leafe was broke the fame year by the Chancellor. * 

No increafe appears to have been made before the year 1776 to the allowance, 
of the Mailers, and a conliderable faving was reported by the Agent to have 
accrued, of which eight hundred and feventy Pounds had been put to intereft a 
He alleged, on good fecurity. Rut this fum, together with the further laving 
the year 1784 to 1793 (when Mr. Jones was removed, on an application f rom 
Mr. Prefton to the then Chancellor, Lord Clare) and a fum of above two thoufand 
Pounds of arrears of rent, and other Ioffes by Tenants, has been irrecoverably loft 
to the Charity, Mr. Jones having fmee his removal died, infclvent, and without 
any property that coulcl be attached. It further appears that upwards of two thou- 
sand eight hundred Pounds of the Funds of this Charity had been confumed in 
law expences, incurred by fuits in Chancery concerning the right of appointing 
to the Schools. The affairs of this Charity are Hill before that Court, where it is 
a perpetual caufe, but not now attended with any expence, except on fettling the 
: Accounts, which is now done annually by the prefent Agent, M. L. M c Cauflantl 
Efq. and, as he Hates, at a very trifling coll. 

, The Leafe of the School Lands made in one thoufand feven hundred and 
. eighty-four, having expired in one thoufand eight hundred and five, the Lands 
were new fet by order of the Court, from May one thoufand eight hundred and 
fix, to the highefl bidder, for twenty-one years, at the annual rent of fourteen 
hundred and fixty-five Pounds fifteen Shillings. No new application of this o-reat 
increafe of income has yet been made ; a balance of four hundred and thirty-one 
Pounds fourteen Shillings and one Penny being flated by the prefent Agent to have 
been due to his father, the late Receiver, at the expiration of the former Leafe, 

. for money paid by him in advance on account of the falaries of the Matters, and 
other expences of the Schools ; this balance it appears would be paid off' by the 
firft half-year’s rents due in November laft, which had not yet been received. From 
that time there will be an annual furpliis of nearly one thoufand Pounds. 

NAVAN SCHOOL. 

It appears that the Reverend Jofeph Prefton was appointed Matter of this 
School in March one thoufand feven hundred and ninety-four, by his Brother 
(now Lord Tara) and Lord Ludlow. He held the appointment till within a month 
of the time of his examination before the Commiftioners, but never difeharged the 
duties of it in perfon. His Ullier, the Reverend Air. Toomey, has been the oflenfi- 
ble Atafter, and has refided in the School-houfe lince the year 1794; he has regu- 
larly received the Ufher’s falary of £. 40. per annum, and for the laft year has alfo 
received the Writing-matter’s 'falary of ,£. 15. there being no Boys at the School, 

.. as he ftates, who learn to write. He has only five Scholars, all Protettants, and 
• never had more than feven. The School-houfe is not capable of accommodating 
Boarders, and is in but indifferent repair. It appears from the evidence of the 
Reverend Dodlor Beaufort, that the Corporation of Navan in the year 1776 made 
a Grant under their Seal of thirty Acres of the Commons of Navan to the School, 
-on which it was propofed, that a School-houfe fliould be ere&ed out of the favings 
of the Endowment ; the lofs of thofe favings, and the other inftances of mifconducl 
and mifmanagement of the Funds, may well account for this Grant never having 
been actually fulfilled and being ftill withheld. Since the refignation of Mr. 
Prefton, the Reverend Francis D. Hamilton was appointed Matter by Lord Tara, 
on the 30th June 1807. It does not appear to us, that he either intends to difeharge 
the duty ol the School in perfon, or has ever. been engaged in fuch a duty; nor 
indeed in its prefent ftate, is there any employment for him, or fitjjicient for the 
Ufher, who appears to us to be both willing and able to inftrudl a greater number 
than have ever been under his tuition. W e are of opinion, notwithftanding, that 
.an effective Claffical School might be eftabiiflied at Navan, and would be highly 
advantageous, if the grant of Land by the Corporation were carried into effe6t; if 
the Surplus of the new appropriation to be made of the Endowment were to ac- 
cumulate as a Fund for building thereon, and a AI after properly qualified placed 
at the head of the eftablifiimcnt. But whether thefe meafures fliould be found 
practicable or not, it appears to us that a refpeclablc Englifh School fliould .be im- 
mediately eftabiiflied, under a Alafter with a liberal falary, who fliould be capable 
of teaching mercantile Arithmetic, Geography, and other ufeful branches, of 
Education for the Aiiddling Claffes, and fliould be obliged to teach the poorer

The Charter was opened the 6th of February 1733-4 in the Council Chamber of 
•lie Gallic of Dublin, in the prefence of the Duke of Dorfet, then Lord Lieutenant 
cf Ireland, and many of the principal nobility, gentry, and clergy ; and a fubfcrip- 
tion was immediately entered into, and afterwards carried on both in England 
and Ireland, by which the Sbeiely-was enabled to found one School in'the courfe 
of the following year ; it was placed at Caftle-Dermot, in the-county of Kildare, 
in acknowledgement of the munificence of the then Earl of Kildare, who, in addition 
to his original fubfcription of five •hundred Pounds, engaged to endow it with a 
(•-rant of twenty Acres of Land. Three other Schools were founded in theyear 1735, 
one in 1736,-and three in 1737. In fixing on the’fites of thefe and of'their other 
Schools iii general, the Society appears -to have been determined partly by 
•the prefunied neceffit.y for them in -very Popilli diftricts, andpartly by ti leofTers 
ofProteftant landholders to endow them with Lands, not only for building on, but 
for the maintenance and fupport of the Schools, and to afiord opportunities for 
hiitru6Um r and exercifing the Boys in agriculture and gardening. Such endow- 
ments were in general made by 1 cafes -renewable for ever, or on very long 'tenures, 
and at very low rents (on the condition however of reverting -to the grantors and 
their heirs, if the’Schools iliould be difcontinued, or not kept up to the original 
eftabliflimenfe) ; and the Lands annexed to-each'School are held under the Society 
by the Matters art an advanced rent, but ufually far'below the real value, fo as to 
form a confiderable part of their income. The Proteftant gentry and clergy in the 
neighbourhood of each School itfually contributed to its fupport 'by annual fub- 
■feriptioas ; the average of thefe and -other fubferiptions for the firft four years, 

( which, with the profit rents already mentioned, were then the only funds of the 
Society). amounted to aboutfixteen hundred Pounds per annum. Of this fura, the 
greater part was raifed in England, where a Society was formed for the purpofe 
of procuring fuch contributions, and which fubfifted for many years, under the 
■name of “ The Gorrefponding Society.” — In the year 1738, His Majefty George 
the Second, having 011 an Add refs from the Sobiety been gracioufiy pleafed to 
augment its Funds by the grant of one thoufand Pounds, which was afterwards 
.continuedvannually, fix additional Schools were erefted, with'flmilar encourage- 
ment and fupport 'from thofe onwbofe eftates or in whofe neighbourhood they 
were placed : and other liberal offers and contributions continuing to be annually 
made to the Society, they were enabled m the next nine years>to eftabliih as many 
.new Schodls, 

In tlief year 1740, the Society became poffeffed of their firft landed Eftate, 
devifed to them by the Honourable Mrs. Anne Hamilton, for founding a Schodl 
at Dundalk, and fituated in the county of Down 5 it was then let for thirty-five 
Pounds nineteen Shillings and fix Pence, but hasfinee rifen to- two hundred and 
Lventy-fix Pounds per annum. I11 theyear 1747, the produce of the Duty on 
Hawkers and Pedlars was granted by Parliament to the’Society, amounting, on an 
average of the next forty years, to -eleven hundred and fifty Pounds per annum. 
By this bounty of Parliament, the Society was enabled to ereft fourteen new 
Schools in the next three years. And in 17 51 the Duke of Dorfet, then again Lord 
Lieutenant, having- recommended the Charter Schools in his fpeech on the 
opening of theBeflion of Parliament, thefumof five thoufand Pounds was granted 
to the Society on a Petition of the Iloule of Commons to His Majefty ; in 
confequence of which, feven additional Schools were eftabliflied in the three 
following years. From that time to the prefent, the Society have continued to 
receive Parliamentary Grants every Seffion, which indeed became neceftary from 
the great increafe of their Eftablilhment-s. The fums granted have ufually varied 
with the exigencies of the Society ; in the firft ten years, the average of them 
amounted to about three thoufand five hundred Pounds per annum ; in the next 
ten, to about five thoufand eight hundred and twenty Pounds-; in the next, to 
about fix thoufand one hundred Pounds ; in the next, to above nine thoufand 
Pounds; in the next, to eleven thoufand eight hundred and fifty Pounds; and in 
the laft feven, to near twenty thoufand Pounds per annum. One reafon for this 
great increafe in the laft twenty years is, that, about the year 1787, the Duty on 
Hawkers and Pedlars became wholly unproductive; and the amount of annual 
fabferiptions-had then, and hasfinee declined very confiderably ; and in the year

Parliament was in Tome degree pledged, -by tbm 
fandtioning and directing Eftablifhments for which no other provifion exifted • 
and the grants were accordingly larger from the time thefe Nurferies were 
opened -, they were defigned to contain one hundred Children each, and have 

Lauds. ufually their full complement. In the fame year, 1758, the 'Society having become 
poffefled of Lands in the county of Weftmeath, and other property bequeathed 
to them by the Reverend William Wilfori; for founding a Charter 'School in that 
county, did accordingly eftabiilh one on the Lands fo devifcd, the clear rents of 
which amount at prefent to one hundred and ninety-one Pounds feventeen 
Shillings and 'fix Pence per annum. In the year 1760, the Eftates sqT the late 
Earl ©f Ranelagh, which had been deviled by him for the fupport of Charity 
Schools at Rofcommon and Athione, were veiled in the Society by Aft of 
Parliament; and two Schools were in a fhort time accordingly eflabliflied at thofe 
places, into which, agreeably to the Will of Lord Ranelagh, the Children of 
Proteftants only are admitted. The rental of thefe Eftates amounts at prefent to 

■ one ‘thoufand feve-n hundred and forty-eight Pounds two Shillings and fix Pence. 
In the year 1763, Dodtor Richard Pococke, Bifhop of Offory, bequeathed a 
confiderable Eftate both real and perfonal to the Incorporated Society, for 
founding a Weaving School near Kilkenny, for Papift Boys only, to be educated 
in the Proteftant Religion, which School was accordingly eitablifhed, and coin 
tirmes to* be fupported out of faid bequeft ; the real Eftate produces at this time 
eight hundred and forty-fix Pounds nine Shillings and four Pence Halfpenny 
and is more than fufficient for the maintenance of the prefent Eftablifliment; fo 
that there is now an accumulation of this Fu'nd, of above fixteen hundred Pounds 
in the hands of the Society. In the year 1764, the late Chidley Coote, Efquire, 
devife’d an Eftate in the county of Limerick to the Society, which is let at. prefent 
for £. 280. per annum. Since that time, there have been four additional Schools 
erected out of the general Funds of the Society : one at Caftlebarin 176S ; one at 
Tarbert ; and another at New-market, fince fuppreiTed ; and the School in Baggot- 
ftreet in the Citv of Dublin, eftabliffied in 1804. The total number of Schools 

. founded by the Society, including the Nurferies and thofe 011 the Ranelagh and 
Pococke Foundations, amounted to fifty-eight, and were capable of containing 
about two thoufand fcveft hundred Children. It is certain however that this 

■ number ivas never a&ually accommodated in them at any one time ; and indeed 
the entire number of Schools never exifted together, as feveral of them had been 
fuppreiTed or otherwifedifcontinued, before the lateft of them had been eflabliflied. 
-This was occafioned generally by the local difadvantages of their fituation, and in 
Lome inftances by the refumption of Lands which had been granted for their 
fupport. The number 6f thofe of all defcriptions remaining at prefent is thirty- 
nine ; in which there appear, by the laft Returns, to have been two thoufand two 
hundred and fifty-one Children. 

Be^qucfts and In the year 1786, the Funds of the Society were augmented by the Eftates of 

Donations, the late John Rogerfon Efq. who had directed in his Will that they'- fhould be fold, 
and the purcliafe money, after paying certain legacies and other bequefts, be 
• velted in the Incorporated Society. It appears however that only fo much of his 
Eftates was fold, as was fufficient for difeharging thefe bequefts, and the Society 
obtained pofleffion of the remainder, which produced at that time thirteen hundred 
. and fifty-nine Pounds fourteen Shillings and one Penny per annum, but have fince 
been railed to feventeen hundred and feventy Pounds. In 1789, the Society fuc- 
-ceeded to an Eftate in the County of Louth, at prefent producing above three hnn- 
•dred Pounds per annum, under the Will of the late Dean Stewart, dated in the year 
1774, which directed that on failure of iffue of the immediate devifees, it fhoukl 
be vefted in the Incorporated Society, for the purpofes therein exprefled. There 
•have been other fmalier Bequefts and Donations of Lands and Rent-charges for 
'the fupport of particular Schools, amounting in the whole to about two hundred 
and thirty-eight. Pounds per annum; and -the profit rent of the Lands, held by the- 
feveral Schodlmafters under the’ Society, amounts to about one hundred and eighty 
Pounds per annum. There is alfo an annual Grant of two hundred and fifty 
Pounds made to the Society, by the Governors of Erafmus Smith’s Schools, for the

ift. The neceffity of removing Children from Nurferies to Schools, which ought 
regularly to be done when the Children in the former attain the age u f f eTC1 , or 
eight years. 

idly- The equable diftribution of Children among the feveval 'Schools of the 
eftablilhment ; for a great proportion of the whole number being admitted in 
Dublin, if becomes frequently neceffary to remove them from the Schools in the 
neighbourhood of the Capital, and to lend them to others where there happen to 
be vacancies made by Children who have been apprenticed. 'Similar cir- 
eumftances frequently require the removal of Children 'from one country School 
to another. 

3dly. The interference of Parents-with refpeft to the Religion of their Children 
The avowed object of the Society being to educate the Children intruded to its 
rare in the dftablilhed Religion, whenever this object is likely to he interrupted 
by the interference of the parent, the Child is removed from the neighbourhood of 
the Parents refidence to a more diftant School. But this meafure does not appear 
to be now often rendered neceffary; and the two prevailing caufes for removal 
appear to be the former, and to orife neceflarily from the very nature of the Efta- 
Uiffment. It appears that great care is taken to prevent the health of the-Chil- 
-dren from fullering by removals, .which are, as far as is praSicable, confined to 
the fprilfg and fummer feafon, and proper Cars, with a covering to protedl the 
Children from the weather, but not to conceal them from public view, are pro- 
vided for the purpofe. It appears, however, that this frequent neceffity for re- 
moval is a ferious inconvenience, attended with trouble, rifk and expence, and 
that this inconvenience is greatly augmented by the exiftenee of the Nurferies. 

. Jhe Children in thofe Schools are taught Reading, Writing- and Arithmetic, and Education, 
mftrufted in the principles of the Proteftant Religion, ks-by law eftabliflied. The 
Books itfed are fet forth in the Appendix §. In this Tift was found till very lately 
the Catechifm, entitled, “ The Proteftant Catechifm but this formula of inftrue- 
lion, juftly liable to exception, has been wholly discontinued in all the Schools, by a 
late orderof the Society'. TheHolyScripturesarenot only read, but made thefub- 
jedtof expofition, and the foundation of religious inftruction ; and the proficiency 
which many of the Children have obtained in ufeful and practical knowledge derived 
from this feeviee, appears from the Reports of our Vifitors to be highly gratifying 
and fatisfadtory.il: In the School at Clontarf for Boys, and of Baggot-ftreet for 

furls, it appears that a Clafs has been eftablilned under the direction of the 
~y> 10 be inflrufiled in fuch a courfe as may qualify them for the fituations 
: ol Affiftants, in thefe and other Schools : the- experiment feems to have been 
■already attended with fuccefs, S' and, if well followed up, may be productive of 
•confiderable advantage to general education. With refpeft to Induftry, the i niu ft„ an d 
abour of the Children (fnbjeft to the Rules ** of the Society as to the time allotted Labour! 
tor education, tneais, refreihment and play,) is at prefent at the difpofal of the 
several Matters, who are charged at the rate of twenty Shillings per annum, on 
nee fourths of the Children under their care; one fourth being fuppofed, from 
youth and occasional infirmity, to be incapable of productive induftry. Their 
employments are various - }"}-, and in fome Schools appear to be judicioufly conducted, 
nut in this department, there feems to be room for much improvement.

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The Children educated in the Charter Schools, are apprenticed to Prote'flant 
Matters only. . A lift is kept in every School, and returned to the Society once ru 
-every quarter, figned by the-Catechift, of fuch Children, who from age, advance- 
ment in learning and religious knowledge, are fit to be apprenticed. When th Q 
-Boys are apprenticed to Trades, the 'Mafter is allowed a fee of five Guineas; and 
when Girls, a fee of feven Guineas, payable at the periods, and fubjeet to the 
■reftri&ions fet forth in the Appendix*. When Children are apprenticed as Servants 
no fee is payable. Both Boys -and Girls are entitled to receive a bounty of three 
Guineas .at the end of their apprenticefhips, provided they produce a Certificate 
from their Mailers or Mitt relies of faithful fervice, and from the Clergyman of the 
'Parifli in which they are.rcfident of continuance in the Proteftant Religion. Ail 
Children apprenticed are fupplied with a fet of Books f ; and when the Indenture: 
,are figned, a letter is written by the Secretary in the name of the Societv to the 
Clergyman of the Parifli in which the Mafter or Miftrefs refrdes, requeftino- hh 
.attention to their conduct, and to that of the Apprentice, particularly as to his 
attendance upon the public duties of Religion ; and that he will report as occafion 
jnay require to the Committee of fifteen. When Children are apprenticed in 
Dublin, there is alfo, in addition to the written teftimonial required in all cafes a 
previous infpe£tion and enquiry into .the fituation, circumftances and chara 61 er of 
.the Mafter, before the- Child is bound. Notwithftanding thefe precautions (which do 
-not appear to have been attended with the defired fuccefs.) we are concerned tottate 
.that it appears from a Return made to us, and given in Appendix No. 1 4 that a large 
proportion of the Mailers of Children apprenticed, do not receive the laft part of 
■their Apprentice Fee, and of the Children the Bounty for faithful fervice ; and it 
was not until the laft year, that the Committee of fifteen, in order to afcertain what 
.became of their Apprentices, have employed a Perfon to enquire into the ftate of 
.the Children now ferving their time in the neighbourhood of the feveral Schools 
out of which they were bound. Reports have alread\ r been received of § one 
thoufand and twenty-one Apprentices. It appears, that during the laft feven 
years, there have been apprenticed to Trades nine hundred and five Boys and 
Girls, and to 'Services four hundred and forty-fix ; total 1351 : average of each year 
193. And the number of Children received into the feveral Schools and 
'Nurferies, during the laft feven years, have been two thoufand fix hundred and 
nineteen ; average of each'374. And the. average number of Children maintained 
and educated in thefe Schools during the laft feven years, has been two thoufand 
and ninety-three, of which number 1289 were Boys and 804 were Girls'; and the 
number under the care of the Society on the 29th of September 1808, was two 
■.thoufand two hundred and fifty-one, of which number 1360 -were Boys and 891 
Girls. The average annual Expenditure of the Society for the laft feven years, has 
been thirty thoufand one hundred and fifty-feven Pounds fifteen Shillings and 
fix Pence, including, every expence of feeding, clothing, education, falaries, 
repairs of buildings, and new buildings, bounties, apprentice fees and marriage 
portions ; dividing this by 2093, the average number of Children maintained and 
educated, it appears that the average annual expence of each Child to the 
•Inftitution, has been fourteen Pounds eight Shillings and two Pence. And as the 
average time which each Child remains under the care of the Society, is ftated to 
us to be feven years, it follows, that each Child cofts the Society, from the period 
of admiflion to the clofe of his apprenticefhip, the fum of one hundred Pounds 
feventeen Shillings and two Pence. 

The prefent ftate and condition of the Charter Schools, in every refpeft, will 
appear by the Reports || of the Vifitors employed by us, and hereunto annexed; 
and alfo by a ^ Report from the Lord Bifhop of Derry, who kindly undertook to 
vifit three of the moft remote Northern Schools, viz. Ray, Ballycaftle and Bal- 
lykelly, which Report is alfo fubjoined, and which contains his Lordfhip’s fenti- 
ments as to the means of their improvement. It was conceived, that any informa- 
tion which we could derive upon this fuhjedt from perfons concerned in the 
management of the Inftitution in any of its departments, might be liable to 
exception ; it was therefore determined to employ perfons, whofe ciharafters entitled 
them to the confidence of this Board, to make an actual furvey or infpeftion of

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ial} the 'Schools. For this purpofe, the Reverend DoCtor Beaufort, and Mr. Corneille, 
our Secretary, were fele&ed ; and *their Reports, together with that of the Bifliop 
of Derry, contain a ftatement feunded on aCtual furvey of all the Schools * and 
Naileries. They correfpond in the main with the obfervations of Members of 
4his Board, who have viiitedthefe Schools, and, we are fatisfied. prefent a true and 
correft ftatement of their prefent actual condition. The contraft they form with 
Reports heretofore made of the ftate of thofe Schools from unqueftionable autho- 
rity, is highly" 'honourable to the late exertions of the Committees, of fifteen, who 
appear to have devoted themfelves with equal zeal, ability and fuccefs to then- 
laborious and. important duties. This contraft is calculated to excite an expe&a- 
tion, that a much higher degree of improvement is attainable, under a continuance 
of the fame fyftem. Without entering at prefent into the consideration how far the 
main purpofe of the Inftitution might ’be more effectually advanced upon a plan 
eflentially different, we think it right to fuggeft thofe obvious points of im- 
provement and correction, which arife -oat of a view of the documents and informa- 
tion laid before, us. It appears, 

Fil’d. That though the -recent fuppreffion of fome ill-fituated and ill- conducted 
Schools has been productive of confiderable advantage, the number and difperfion 
of the Schools ftill remaining, renders the management of them complicated, and 
die infpeciion difficult 

2dly. That fome of the Schools Rill remaining are much too final! ; others 
unprovided with fufficient Infirmaries, Dining-halls, Working-rooms, and other 
eeeeffary accommodations •; and that one is without any Endowment of Land for 
the ufe of the Schoolmafter ; that fome of the School-houfes are not in a ftate of 
repair ; arid that it would require a confiderable fum to place all the Schools of 
the EflabliOiment in fuch thorough and perfect order, as would adapt them to 
anfwer the piirpofes of the Inftitution. 

. 3dly. That the Provincial Nurferies being in their original plan and general 
arrangement calculated chiefly for the reception of Children of very tender 
years, the Education of Rich Children as are fuffered to remain there after the 
:age of eight years, cannot be fo well attended to, as in Schools where inftruc- 
tion and moral difcipline arc the principal objects. 

• 4thly.. That the regular removal of Children at the proper age from Nurferies 
to Schools is impracticable, as it depends upon the contingency of the Schools 
within proper diftance affording a fufficient number of vacancies at the feafons 
fuited for removing them. 

gthly That the frequent tranfplantation of Children is an evil, and greatly 
augmented in confequence of the number of Schools, and the exiftence of the 
Nurferies. 



Sthly. Tliat no fufficient provifion has been yet made for continuing the 
fuperintending care of the Society over the Children apprenticed ; nor has there 
been any Regiftry kept of their conduct and progfefs after leaving the Schools, 
except fo far as can be collected from the Regiftry of apprentice fees and boun- 
ties paid. 

7thly. That the Reports of Local Committees in general are not implicitly to 
he depended on, and that fome additional provifions for infpedting and reporting 
the ftate of thefe Schools from time to time feems to be indifpenfably neceffary. 

Sthly. That the Society have laboured under confiderable difficulty in carrying re- 
pairs and alterations of buildings into execution in feveral places, and that wafteful 
and injudicious expenditure has been the neceffary confequence, in fpite of all the 
vigilance and caution that could be exercifed by the Committee in Dublin. 

’ 9thly. That Ihe Eftablifliment called The Dublin Nurfery, in Charlemount- 
fii’eet, is an inadequate one ; and that the Infirmary for the difeafed of all the 
Schools, attached to the School of Clontarf, ought to be wholly feparated from it, 
and made a diftindt Eftablifliment. 



iothly. That in general the Labour of the Children is not as judicioufly difpofed 
of as it might be wiflied; that the fyftem in this refpedt is defedive, and calls 
for improvement. 

In thus enumerating the points in which improvement feems to be called for, 
we do not mean to impute any blame to the governing body ; much folid 
improvement has been effected in the face of many difficulties, and in a ihort

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fpace of time; and it is to be expe&ed, that in the management of a complicated 
fyftem, involving not Education only, but the Clothing and Maintenance of 
above two thoufand two hundred Children fcattered in thirty-nine different 

• Eftablifiiments, and the regulating the concerns of a very extenfive landed and 
-funded property, fome points iliould have efeaped the vigilance and baffled the 

• effects of the Committees of fifteen. 

The Defedts above enumerated fuggeft the proper Remedies. 

iff. That fueh Schools as are too fmall, feantily endowed with land, inconve- 
nient in point of fituation or accommodation, and out of repair, fhould befun. 
preffedas foon as accommodation can be provided for the Children therein con- 
tained, by the enlargement of Schools better -adapted in every refpe&to anfwer 
the purpofes of the Inftitution. 

zdly. That the Ellablifliments now called 'Nurferies, namelythofe of Monaftere- 

van, Monivca, and Shannon Grove, be converted into Schools *, in which Educa- 
tion and Induftry fliall be the principal objects'; from which effential points the 
attention of the Superintendants is now neceffarily diverted by the care required in 
- the management of the health of a number of fmall Children. 

3clly. That in order to carry this meafure into effect, no Children be henceforth 
admitted till they have. attained the age of fix.years. 

4 tidy. That Vifitors be henceforth employed by the Society, as well to infpeft 
the ftate of the Schools as often as may appear to be neceffary, as to enquire into 
and report upon the ftate of the Children who. have been apprenticed. 

•fflffy. That a Regiflry be kept of the fituation, conduct, and progrefs of the 
Children apprenticed > founded upon thofe Reports, fo as henceforward to prefent 
-as far as poffible an accurate view of the progrefs -of each Child, to the termina- 
tion of its apprenticefliip. 

6thly. That the alterations, additions -and improvements that may be proje&ed, 
;and the general fuperintendapee of the Buildings of the Society, in future be 
placed under the dire&ion of one or more competent Architects ; and that all 
future alterations and additions to the Buildings of the Society, be founded on 
Reports to be received from perfons qualified and employed for the purpofe, and 
not merely on local information tranfmitted. 

y thly. That with a view to the improvement of the Children in Induftry, it may 
perhaps'b.e.advifable that in fome Schools labour fhould be made more peculiarly 
the object than in others ; that the employments to be purfued in each School 
(and which might be more diverfified than at prefent f) iliould be fettled by the 
Society, on . coniideration of its particular circumftances and fituation; that to 
excite the induftry of the Children, fome part of their earnings iliould be allotted 
to their ufe; and in fome Schools, fuch as Clontarf, near Dublin, fome additional 
branches of inftriudioii, as for example, Mathematics, Surveying, and Navigation, 
&c. might with advantage be introduced. The detail of arrangements by which 
fiich improvements are to be carried into effect, muft be left to the diferetion of 
the governing Body of the Society, and would be much facilitated by the redudion 
of the number of Schools, already recommended. 

Sthly. T hat with a view to direct the public attention continually to thefe 
' Schools, and their progrefs, we recommend that annual Reports on their State and 
progreffive Improvement, fhould be made by the Society to the Lord Lieutenant, 

• or to T he Board of Education, fo long as it may continue to exift. 

The wretched ftate of thefe Schools, at the period when Mr. Howard vifited ' 
them, appears from his Report, which was confirmed by the evidence taken 
-before the former Commiflioners of Education, and by Reports drawn up by 
fome Members of that Board. What degree of profperity the Inftitution may 
have attained to at an earlier period of its exiftence, before the zeal which 
gave birth to it had in any degree fubfided, we have not been able accurately to 
afeertain. Probably at its commencement, and for fome years after, it was in a 
much more fiourifliing ftate than at later periods ; but it is certain that from the 
period of Mr. Howard's Report, till fome time after the Rebellion of 1798, 
(though fome defedts might have been remedied in confequence of Mr. Howard’s 
ftatements, and the inveftigation of a Committee of the Houfe of Commons in

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Ireland) no confiderahle reformation had taken place in the Sate of thefe Schools. 
For about the laft-mentioned year, and for fome time after, it appears that mol of 
the Buildings were in a very ruinous condition, and fome of the Schools in a Hate 
Of great neglect and diforder; and they appear to have funk into this condition 
from feveral caufes, , 

rft. Too much caution and referve as to Expenditure, proceeding probably 
m pai-t from alarm excited by the fituation of Public affairs. 

* dly. The too general fupinenefs of Local Committees, or their miftaken lenity 
in forbearing to report on the mifconduct of Mafters. 

edly. The difficulty of procuring a fufficiently conftant and regular attendance 
of the Committees of fifteen in Dublin; for the duties of this office requiring 
time and labour, there have been certainly periods when the bufinefs of the 
■Society in Dublin has experienced confiderahle interruption, and the general 
difciplme of the Schools has been relaxed in confequence. Their prefent (late of 
improvement is to he attributed principally to the zeal and exertions of the 
feveral fucceffive Committees of fifteen of late years, as already remarked ; and it 
may be here proper to obferve, that their profperity can fubiift ns longer than 
while thefame caufes continue to operate with the fame energy. The means by 
which (in addition to the effefts refulting neceffarily from a regular difcharge of 
the ordinary bufinefs of the Society) this improvement has been effefted, appear 
.to be chiefly the following;: 

id. A juft hut neceffary feverity in the difmiffion of Mafters and Miftrefies, on 
the difcovery of neglefit and abnfe. 

2 diy. The eftablifliment of a Committee for the pnrpofe of examining into the 
-qualifications of Mafters, Miftrefies, and Affiftants to the Schools. 

Qdly. A more liberal expenditure in the allowances to tile feveral Mafters, &c. 
on the Contracts lor clothing and feeding the Children, and in the article of repairs, 
alterations, and additions to Buildings. 

qthly. The employment of an Infpe&or fent from Dublin to all the Schools of 
■the Society. It appears that this Perfon was originally employed to inftrua the 
Children in pfalmody ; but, in confequence of frequent judicious and ufeful 
remarks communicated by him, the Committee of fifteen were induced to enlarge 
■his commiffion to a general infpefiion of feveral of the Schools, and of the Children 
apprenticed from them. The benefits refulting from this partial adoption ot the 
fyftem of infpeftion, confirms us in our expeftation of the advantages that may 
refult from its eftablifhment upon a more liberal and extended feale. 

Whilft we warmly and fmcerely applaud the pious and patriotic efforts of 
thofe who contributed to the eftablifliment, and laboured for the fuccefs of this 
Inftitution, we feel ourfelves bound to ftate, that during a very confiderahle period 
of its exiftence, it appears to have fallen fliort of attaining the purpofes for 
which it was eftablifhed, and to have failed of one great objeft, that was intended 
and expefted from it— the converfion of the lower orders of the Inhabitants of 
Ireland from the errors of Popery. The utter inadequacy of the Inftitution, 
in point of magnitude and extent, for that obj ect . is fufficient to account for this 
failure, independently of the operation of other caufes. I he number of Popiih 
Children in all the Schools at any one time, has probably never amounted to 
fixteen hundred ; and this muft have borne fo fmall a proportion to the whole 
number to be educated, as to have had no fenfible influence on the great mats ot 
population, even allowing, that all who were educated- in thefe Schools, continued 
in the Proteftant perfuafton ; this however is certainly not the fad ; and though 
it is impoffible to afeertain the number of thofe who have returned to the 1 opilh 
perfuafion, there is reafon to believe that it has not been inconflderable. But 
there is another important end of the Inftitution which has always been anfwered 
by it, to a certain extent, and appears at this time to be attained in a very high 
degree indeed — the inftru6tion of fo great a number of poor and deftitute 
Children, bringing them up to habits of induftry, and qualifying and enabling 
them to become ufeful members of fociety ; advantages of peculiar importance 
in a Country abounding in population, and where no general public fund is 
provided for relieving the diftreffes of the Poor. It is in this point of view, we 
cannot but recommend the Inftitution as deferring the continuance of that 
Legiflative patronage and fupport which it has fo long enjoyed: and we aie 
perfuaded, that if the zeal now fo happily excited for the general advancement oi 
moral and religious education of the Poor, and which has already produced fuch 
falutary effects, fliall continue to operate in giving full efficacy to the m earn res 
recommended in this Report, themoft beneficial confequences may be expe&ed to 
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refult to this part of the Empire. It appears that the reludlance of Popifh 
'Parents to commit their Children to the care of the Society, feems to have con- 
fiderably fubfided. Conftant inftances occur., of earneft folicitations by Popifh 
Parents for the admiffion of their Children into thefe Schools, few of applications 
for their being returned. * The prejudice, which formerly exifted againft them in 
a much greater degree than at prefent, was probably augmented by the difrepute 
into which feveral of the Schools had defervedly fallen, by the Society having 
contrary to the letter as well as the fpirit of the original Charter, confined the 
admiffion of Children almofl exclufively to thofe born of Popifh Parents, and 
thus given.it the appearance of an Inflitution eftablifhed folely for the purpofe of 
converfion to the Proteftant Religion.; and by exaggerated notions of thecourfe of 
inftrudlion purfued. Such impreffions will alfuredly abate in proportion to the 
confidence that muft refult from general good management, from the liberal 
principles .by which admiffion is now regulated, and from the Society havin'* 
removed a well-founded objection to the courfe of religious education, by the 
difconti nuance of the Formula, called “The Proteftant Catechifm.” 

On the fubject of the Confolidation of the Schools, which we have recommended 
to a certain extent, we are aware that many important ends of the Inflitution might 
perhaps be more effedlually attained in f four great Eftablifliments, each con- 
taining from five to fix hundred children^ the management would thus be ren- 
dered more fimple, the fuperintendance more eafy and efficient, the expence con- 
siderably fmaller, and the field for improvement more extenfive. The methods for 
conducting fucli Eftablifliments, which have been of late years fo happily intro- 
duced, are a great additional advantage ; and if the whole Inflitution were now 
to be begun would probably determine us to give them a decided preference. But 
we are reftrained by the cenfideration, that fuch a plan would involve the aban- 
donment of almofl all the prefent Eftablifliments and Buildings connedled With 
them (on fomeof which confiderable fums have been lately expended) as well as 
of the endowments of Land annexed to them refpedlively ; that feveral of the 
prefent Schools were actually founded in confequence of Donations or Bequefts to 
■the Society cxprefsly appropriated to their fupport, and which we are therefore 
•clearly of opinion ought not to be given up ; that the ere&ion of four great Schools 
on the plan alluded to would be attended with a great immediate expence, in addi- 
tion to that of fupporting the prefent Schools, till they were completed : And we 
cannot but bear in mind, that the original object of the whole inflitution of the 
Charter Schools was to afford the opportunity and advantage of Proteftant educa-. 
tion to as may diftricls as poffible. We are therefore of opinion, that .a confiderable 
•number of the prefent Schools fhould be retained, and that as well in retaining, 
thofe as in fuppreffmg others, regard fhould be had not only to the convenience of 
their fit nation for forming larger and more ufeful eftablifliments, but alfo to the 
extent of their influence in encouraging and diffufmg the Proteftant religion. 

With refpedt to the Rules of the Society, annexed to this Report (See Appendix, 
No. 5.) they are feveral of them of long {landing, and fome of them inconfiftent 
with the principles on which the Inflitution is now conduced. This incon- 
fiflency points out the neceility of a revifion of thefe Rules, with a view to the 
oiniffion of all fuch as are obfolete in practice ; and we have recommended fucli 
.revifion to the .Society accordingly.

Lunaticks. The fame to revert to the 
laid Society whenever it ftiould be re- 
eftabliflied for the purpofes aforefaid. 

Copy of the WILL of the late Bifliop Pococke. 

IN the Name of God, Amen. I Doftor Richard Pococke, Bifliop of Ofiory, being in pretty 
good health and found, of mind and memory, but fenfible of the uncertainty of .human life, 
do make this my laft Will and Teftament in manner and form following. And firft I do 
brqu.eath my. foul through the merits and intei'cefijon of Chrift Jefus.our moft merciful Redeemer, 
-to be walked clean and pure by his moft precious Blood, to be prelented without fpot to 
our moft merciful Creator-; and my body to be privately buried, as either my Executors or 
next of kin fha.ll dirett. I do leave to my dear Sifter Elizabeth Pococke, of Newtown in 
Ilampfliire, Siiinfter, my Houle and Land in laid Parifli of Newtown. I do leave to my Servant 
•William Belcher, and his Wife, each of them twenty Pounds. And to all my other Servants living 
with me in my lloufe at the time of my death, the funj of five Pounds each ; and to all thofe who.are 
Englifli, and immediately tranfplant themfelves into England, five Pounds more to each, to bear their 
charges. I do defire that my Chaplain, the Reverend Mr. Mervyn Archdall, do pack up carefully faiy 
Natural Colledion, and diredt tire packing up all my Antiquaries, all to be fent to London to be fold in 
lots at public auction ; for which trouble I do bequeath him the fum of twenty-five Pounds ; and it is 
my will, that they be fent by long fpa to London, as my Executors fliall direct. I do leave all the reft 
of my Eftate real and perfonal to the Incorporated Society in Dublin for promoting Englifli 
Proteftant Schools in Ireland, in truft for the ufes following : Firft, that the intereft and rents be paid 
half-yearly to my faid Sifter Elisabeth Pococke or her order, for and during her natural life, and then 
to Elizabeth Milles, Spinfter, of Iligham Ferrars, for and during her natural life, excepting that I do 
leave to the faid Elizabeth Milles four Pounds a year Englifli money during her natural life, four 
Pounds a year to Jane Bingham, of lluvant, Spinfter, during her life ; and then I do leave all iny 
Eftate real and perfonal lor founding a School for Papift Boys from twelve to fixteen years old, who 
fliall become Proteftants, and to be bred to linen- weaving, and inftrudted in the principles of the 
Proteftant Religion ; faid Boys not to have been at any School before of any public legal foundation, 
and particularly in none of the Charter Schools ; to Lie apprenticed to the Society, after they are 
fourteen years old, for feven years, defiring that my manufadlory houfe at Lintown, Kilkenny, if not 
difppfed of by me, be applied for that life ; and if the Society may think it better to fell any of my 
Leafes, I defire the produce may be dilpojed of in fome Government fecurity: and if any other 
Peligion fliall at any time be eftabliflied than the .p refen t Proteftant Religion, I do tlienjeave the 
'"'hole fpr fuch time to St. Patrick’s lj.ofpilal in Dublin for Lunatics, under the direction of the 
Archbifhop of Dublin for the time being, and of the other Governors of faid Hofpital, to revert to 
the faid Society whenever it fliall be re-eftabliflied for She purpofes above mentioned. I do leave the 
Incorporated' Society in Dublin the execution of. this my laft Will and Teftament. I do leave all my 
Hanufcripts to the Britilh Mufeum in London, to the Governors or Truftees thereof. The above 
Will, written with my own hand on the 24th day of March 1765, 1 do defire may be looked on as a 
Codicil to the other Will, "figned and fealed, as far as it differs from it, not having here in London, 
convenient Witneffes. 

H2. I Richard 
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I Richard Pococke, Do&or of Laws and Bilhcp of OiTory, do make my lad Will and I eftament in 
.manner following ; til’ll, I give and bequeath to niy. dearly beloved Siller Elizabeth Pococke, 
Spintter, of Newtown in Hamplhire, my Houfe and Land in Newtown, Hamplhire, in which Ihe now 
-Jives. I do- leave all my Mandfcripts to the Radcliff -Library in Oxford. I do make the Incorporated 
Society of Dublin -for promoting Englifli Proteftant Schools in Iieland, the Executors.of this my lafs 
Will and Teftainent ; and I do give demile and bequeath to them, all my Eiiate real and perfonal, 
except as before exempted, in .truft for the ufes following. 1 do leave to each of my Servants, 
.William Belcher and-bis Wife, the fum oLiem-Pounds each ; and. to all the- reft ol my Servants living 
with me. in my Houfe at, Kilkenny, the fum of live, Pounds each ; and to all my Englifti Servants five 
Pounds each, over and above the ten Pounds, and live Pounds in cafe they leave IreLand to fettle in England. 
J, do leave, the Interel't of all my Eftate real and perfonal, and all the Income of my-faid Eftate real and 
perfonal, to my Sifter aforefaid during her natural life, defiring it may be remitted to- her quarterly as 
it conies in. And after the deeeafe of my faid Sifter, l do leave my Eftate real and perfonal for the 
ufes following ; to found a Weaving School at Lintown near . Kilkenny, in the. houfe I built for 
weaving, ; for Papift Boys who (ball be from twelve to fixteen years old, who have-not been at any 
School°before of any Public foundation, and particularly in none of the Charter Schools, to be 
apprenticed to, the Society, at fourteen years old, for feven years ; laid Boys to be bred to the 
Proteftant Religion. J do defire that all my Antiquaries .and every thing relating to Natural Hiftory, 
and all my Coins and. Medals, be fent to England to be fold by .public auttmn ; as likewifeall my Books 
Which will , not, fell here according to a juft value. And I defire, that the Reverend Mr. Mervyn 
Archdall be requefted to pack up my Natural Curiotities, and label them; for which I defire that a 
.proper prefent be. made to him, though he .is a figning Witnefs.to this. Will. I declare this my laft Will 
and Teftainent, all written with my own hand, and delire it may ftand good, though it may be 
deficient in point-of law.

RULES for the Government of The Protestant [Charter Schools and Nurseries 
of Ireland. 

AT the annual General Meeting of the Incorporated Society in Dublin for promoting Englifli 
Proteftant Schools in Ireland, held on Wednefday the ill of February 1809, the following Rules, 
as amended and altered, were read and confirmed, as recommended by the Board of Education. 

27th March 1809. JaS Adamfon, Seer, 

TO the Reverend Catechifts, and the Members of the Local Committees of the feveral Pro- 
teftant Charter Schools and Nurferies of Ireland, under the diredtion of the Incorporated 
Society ; and to the Matters, Miftrefies, and Uihers thereof. 

Tiie following General Rules and Orders are extradled from the Proceedings of the incorporated 
ociety and Committee of Fifteen, and diredted to be ftrictly obferved and adhered to by the Matters, 
liftreffes, and Ufliers of the feveral Schools and Nurferies. 

It is found that, notwithftanding repeated inftrudtions given by the Committee of Fifteen and the 
ociety at large, the Accounts and Returns from feveral of the Schools and Nurferies are continued to 
6 tran frnitted in a very carelefs, irregular, and defedtive manner, and many orders not only un- 
attended to, but even difobeyed and violated, and this under the pretext of ignorance : The defign 
erefore of the following pages is to do away totally that pretext, and to point out in one view to 
t e Matters, Miftrefies, and Ufliers, their refpedtive duties ; for which this plan appears better caleu- 
a e than the detached Iheets of Rules and Orders which have been from time to time fent down to 
'V- L the 
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the Schools. It is however to.be obferved, that this book* is not by any means intended to fuper 
fede the neceflity of continuing thofe detached (beets of Rules and Orders conltantly hung up j n jj ie 
School and Committee rooms; on the contrary, the general order to that purport is ltiil to be (Irictly 
adhered to. 

The perufal of thofe pages is therefore drongly recommended to the Matters, Miftrefles and 
lifters, whereby they will be enabled, without much trouble, to know what is required of them by 
the Society, and to avoid falling under their difpleafure, and incurring the fines to be infli&ed for 
neglect and non-o.bfervance of^tlie rules laid down for the government of the Schools committed to 
•their care. 

It is the direftion of the Committee of Fifteen, that all quarterly accounts (hall be laid before 
them according to the order in which they (hall be received by the Secretary; but the accounts from 
fuch of the Schools or Nurferies as are irregularly dated, or from which all the proper and neccffarv 
returns and vouchers are not made, will, according to the Society’s order, be returned to the refpec- 
tive Matters and Midrefies to be corredted, the expence of the poftage not allowed to them, and fuch 
accounts will not be brought under re-confideration until all thofe that are regular (hall have been 
palfed by the Committee of Fifteen. 

To the Vidtor Catechists, and Members of the feveral Local Committees, who from motives of seal 
for true Religion and Loyalty have engaged in the pious and laudable defign of this Inditution the 
perufal of thefe few pages is refpedtfully recommended ; as in them they will find comprehended in one 
view the duties to be performed by the feveral Maders, Midrefies, and Ufliers, and be themfelves 
inftrudled in what is required from them as Members of Local Committees and Catechids.

No feparation to be made of foremilk and drippings, but the Mader is permitted to mix one 
pint of water with every quart of new milk, but mud be prepared to verify by affidavit to be fent up 
with each quarterly account, if required, that he has not, during any part of faid quarter, infufed a 
greater proportion of water, nor feparated the foremilk from the drippings. No potatoes, except 
apple potatoes, are to be given to the children, from 25th March till 24th of June. No potatoes are 
to be ufed from 24th June ’till 29th September, but one third of a pound of wheaten bread, as before 
mentioned, is, during all that time, to be fubdituted in lieu of potatoes at each meal at which pota-

niav fubftitute at dinner infiead of milk, a like quantity of wholefome beer, during each of theie 
months ; provided, however, that a permiffion in writing, figned by three or more of the Local Com- 
mittee and alfo by the. Catechift, lhall, during all the time for which fuch permiffion is granted, con- 
tinue fixed on the wall of the room in which the children dine. It is infilled upon by the Society 
that every child’s mefs lhall be ferved up to table on a feparate trencher or in a feparate porringer, 
according; to the kind of food.

3. Works of Labour.]— The works at which the children are to be employed are thofe of garden- 
ing, hulbandry ; breaking, fwingling and hackling of flax carding wool, knitting, fpinning; and weaving, 
where they have looms. It is expected that the girls lhall make and mend their own clothes ; and 
that all the dockings worn by the children in each and every School, both male and female, lhall 
have been knit by them. — And it is ordered, that from the id of Oftober to the id of May, in’ each 
year, the Matters lhall keep condant reafonable fires in the fchool-rooms and in the woi king-rooms, 
during the hours the children lhall be employed at work. 

4. Specification of Labour.] — The Maders or Midrefies are to fpecify on the third page of each 
quarterly printed Abftradt, in the column fet apart for Obfervations, the names of the children Who 
have been taught to knit, fpin, few, or other works of indudry ; by marking oppofite the names, the 
letters kn.fp.few. fyc. §-c. 

The Maders or Midrefies are to date diftindly in each quarterly Abftrad, in the column appro- 
priated for the purpofe, the net value, kind and profit of the children’s labour, and particularly the 
number of pairs of dockings knit, by what number of children, and the value thereof. No premium 
will be granted to the Matter or Miftrefs, where this rule is neglected. 

5. Charge for Labour.]— The Maders and Midrefies of the feveral Schools are chargeable quar- 
terly, at the rate of twenty Ihillings per annum for the labour of each child; but from the whole 
charge a reduftion of one-fourth is allowed, upon the confideration that that proportion of the 
children may, from youth or other caufes, be incapable of labour. 

6. Farming Implements.] — The Society do not provide for any of their Schools, implements of 
farming. 

7. Attendance at Church, &c.]— The Maders or Midrefies and Uihers lhall accompany the chil- 
dren to divine fervice every Lord’s day, keep them orderly there, and fee that they go and return in a 
decent and regular manner ; and in the afternoons in dimmer, and evenings in winter, they fliall 
meet in the fchools, where, after eatschifing and reading the Pfalms, the chapters for the day, and a

45. Goods for the Schools.]— Whenever any goods which are to be fent-from Dublin are ordered 
for a fchool, the Matter of fuch fohool is to direct a fife carrier, in whom he can confide, to call at 
the Society's hoafc for them; but to give notice to -the Secretary fome time before lie is ’to call that 

■ the goods may he ready packed up. And no Matter is to apply for any goods of his own accord 

I printed abftrafts, indentures, forms of admiffion, See. excepted; but when any articles are wanting for 
the children’s ofe, he is-to inform the Local Committee or Catechift thereof, that application fliav be

47. Inventories to be copied;]— The Matters and Miftreffes of the feveral Schools and Nurferies

50. Quality and Quantity of Goods.]— The Local Committees and Catechifls are requefied, in cafe 
goods of any kind Ihouldbe feht to the fchools of hud quality, or deficient in quantity, to report the 
■fame to the Committee ■of Fifteen.

53. Elopement.] -If nioy or girllhould elope from any of Die feliools and be recovered by the 
ED after or Mittrefs, notice thereof is to be iimuedintely given to the Committee of Fifteen ; and fuck 
bov orgiiiis to be kept in folitary conlinemcnt, aad apart from tlie other children, for a certan time, 
and otherwife puniflied at the diferetion of the Catecbifi. 

If a boy or girl (hbuld elope a lecond time, Tuck boy or girl (ball not be readmitted ; but if retaken, 
fbali be expelled the fchool with every mark of difgrace. 

54. Fine for Elopement.]-The Matter or Mittrefs of every fchool from which a child elopes, lliall 
for every fiieli elopement be fined one Guinea, as Inch elopement mutt be attributed to the want of due 
'attention on the part of the Matter or Mittrefs. i)ul it is not required that this rule Until be potted 
tup in any of the fchool-rooms. 

55 Elopement from Apprentice(hip.]-If a boy or girl ihould elope from his or her apprenticefiiip, 
and be difeovered by the Matter or Mittrefs of any of the fchools, immediate notice ihall be given to 
the Secretary, and alfo to the perfon to whom the boy or girl was apprenticed, if iuch perlon relides in 
the neighbourhood of the fchool ; but the apprentice is not to be readmitted therein. 

56. Land not to be burned.] -The M .afters and M iftrefl'es are prohibited from burning any .part of 
.the .fcliooLlands, -on .pain of immediate difmifial from .tlie fervice of the Society. 

•57. Matters Abfence.]— No Matter or Miltrefs .is to lie abfent from the School or Nurfery under his 
-or her care, for any length of time, without. permiffion from the Society or Committee of Fifteen ; and 
when any Matter or Mittrefs fiiall abfent liimlelf or herfelf from the fchool, he or the lliall enter fuch 
abfc-nce, and the caui'e of it, in tlie Vifitors Book, ftatingby whofe permifllon he or Acquitted the fchool, 
the exafbtime of his or her departure, and the ex aft time of his or her return. 

58. Receipts for Bank Notes.] — Whenever .the Matters or Mittrettes of any School or Nurfery fhall 
receive from the. Society a remittance of the firft halves of Bank notes, they are without lofs oi time 

,t„ f ell d an acknowledgement to .the Secretary, deferibing the notes as to No. Date, &c. and fpecifying 
the amount in words as well as in figures, the date of the order in .purfuance of which the money is 
•remitted, and the purpofe to which it is to be applied. The remaining halves are not remitted, until 
this rule is complied with. And the fevera'l Matters' and Mittrettes are to fend immediate receipts for 
4he Tecond as well as for the firlt halves of the Notes, when they ttiall have received them. No 
further remittance is made until fuch receipts for the .fecond halves fhall be received by the Society. 

59. No Dealings, &c.]— The Society difapprovc and.forbid any dealings whatfoever for fubfiftence, 
Clothing or other matter, between the Matters or Mittrettes -of any of the Schools or Nurfenes, and 
any Member of the Society -or Local -Committee. 

60. Crediting Matters.]— It is ordered that no perfon or perfons do advance 'or give any Matter 
or Mittrefs of the Society’s Schools or Nurferies, any money, provifions or goods whatfoever, upon 
the credit or direttion of any perfon, unlefs this Society or the Committee of Fifteen (hall preywuily 
approve or direft the fame, b.y fpecial order.: and in cafe any .perlon fhall fo advance or give to any 
fiich Matter or Mittrefs any money, provifions or goods, without fuch direction, the Society "i n 
pav or be anfwerable for the fame, as the Society or Committee of fifteen, by. .proper advancements, 
enable their Matters and Mittrettes to purchafe provifions, clothing, and other neceffaries foi t eue 
of the children committed to their care, with ready money on the beft terms. • 

It is alfo ordered, that the foregoing Order be printed advertilement-like, and a proper number 0 
-copies fent to the Local Committees and Catechifts of each School and Nurfery ; arid thm. t ie> e 
requefied to have them potted upon the Church and Chapel doors, alfo of the Markets 1 an • . 

moft public places in tlie neighbourhood of the School or Nurfery over which they prefi.de y 
perfon may have it in his power to plead ignorance thereof. 

' 61. Tranfplantation.]— In transplanting children, the Society never allow more than eight to e 
.put on one car. , 
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'Ti e Society allow twopence per mile, which includes maintenance, for the •tranfplantation of 
ieac(i child. . 

The M after or Miftrefs of the ichool from which any children are to lie tranfplanted, fliall give 
to the perfon employed to conduct them, a lift of t’he names, ages when originally admitted by the 
iSOciett, and prefeut ages, religion, original place Of reiidence, and reedmmendefs of the feverai 
•children; which lift is alfo to contain an exadt inventory of each and every article -of clothing 
-helon°ing to the children, given into the care of the perfon fo .to cor.dudt them, and the condition 
■.of each article. 

The Matters or Miftrefles of the -fchools from which -children are to be tranfplanted, are to give 
•with fuch children • their old clothes, with the addition only of a fecond Hurt or drift, and a fecoiid 
pair of (lockings ; and -they are to tranfmit to the Secretary a particular and correct Return, certified 
by the Catechitl, of fuch articles of clothing, and the condition of them, belonging to the children 
-tranfplanted, as (hall-remain in the fchool after .their departure. 

Any Matter or Miftrefs who iha.ll detain any child -or children ordered by the Committee of 
Fifteen to be tranfplanted, will incur the difpleafure of the Society; and luch Matter or Miflreft 
will not be. allowed for, the diet of the child .or children fo detained, unlefs a, full and lufficient 
■excufe fliall be given for fuch detention. 

The Matters or Miftrefles of fuch Schools or. Nurferies as receive children from Dublin, or from 
any other School or Nurfery, fliall immediately after the arrival of the children fummon the Local 
Committees and Catechifts to meet at the fchool on the earlieft convenient day, to examine and 
•report to the Committee of Fifteen, the condition in which the children are received, as to health and 
advancement in learning, and as to the particulars of, clothing brought with each child, and the 
•condition thereof. 

62. Clothing.]— The Society’s allowance for the annual clothing of each boy in the fchools, is 
forty-four (hillings, and for -each girl in the lchools thirty -nine (billings, to commence from the aglli 
•of September inevery year. Patterns of the feverai articles of clothing to be provided annually by 
•the Matters and Miftrefles of the feverai Schools and Murferies, are to be tranlinitted for the 
infpeftion of the Society, with the. Quarterly Accounts for the 24th of June in every year, with the 
•dimenfions and prices fpecified. 

At the-proper feafon, viz. between the 24th of June and 1 ft of Auguft in every year, upon appli- 
cation being made, a fum of money amounting to, two-thirds of the whole clothing allowance, is 
.advanced by the Committee of Fifteen, to enable the Matters and Mittrefies to purchafe materials 
for the clothing, and to proceed in making' it up. 

The clothes to be of. one uniform colour, except where otherwife directed by the Society, of dark 
brown frieze, or other approved ftuff, for the girls; with lining of linen to, the veft, body, and fleeves, 
-with yellow border. 

The Matters to provide for each boy a coat and veft of frieze, two pair of tiefeen breeches lined, 
a hat or bonnet, three pair of (hoes, three, pair of (lockings. For each girl, a jacket or gown of 
approved ftuff, lined, and petticoat; an under flannel petticoat, three fliifts, a neck-cloth or hand- 
kerchief, three -pair of (hoes, three pair, of (lockings. 

It is required that -every, article of the children’s clothing fliall he fully completed on or before 
ithe 29th of September in every year. 

The Matters or Mittrefies, immediately after the 29th of September in every year, when the entire 
-of the children’s- clothing is completed, fliall produce the fame, together with a lift -of the feverai 
'articles thereof, to the Catechift, in -order that he may certify the fame, not only that the articles 
■correfpond with the lift, but that the. materials are of good and fufiicient quality. And the Matters 
and .Miftreffes fliall at the next quarterly meeting after the 29th of September, and at each fuhlequent 
'quarterly riieeting, have the new clothing perfed’tly 'clean, ready to produce to the Local Committee, 
■upon whofe certificate the balance is paid. 

The Society’s allowance for clothing each child in a Nurfery is thirty (hillings ; and the articles 
£6 be provided are : 

For each male child, a coat and veft of frieze, and two pair of ticken breeches lined; abator 
bonnet, three (liirts, two pair of (hoes, two pair of ftoekings. lor each female child, a jacket 
•Fmed, and petticoat of frieze or other approved 1 ftuff; an under flannel petticoat, three (hilts, a neck- 
cloth or handkerchief, two pair of flioes, two pair of dockings. 

Forafmuch as cleanlinefs will contribute to the health, civilization and good manners of the 
■children, the Society' do' ftridtly enjoin all the Matters aiid Mitt relics 'of their feverai Schools and 
Nurferies, to caufc the -children under their care to wear confhmtly Ihoes and llockings; to allow 
them clean- Ifnen twice a week, viz. on Sundays arid Wednefdays; to keep their clothes in a proper 
date of repair,- and to be careful that the children are in all other refpects accuftomed to that neatnefs 
and cleanlinefs, fo eflential to the formation of good habits, which will qualify and recommend'them 
to -refpedtable and ufeful fervices. 

63. Clothing to be inferted in Inventory.] — The Matters and Mittrefies are defir.ed to infert in each 
half-yearly Inventory, an accurate ftatement of the clothing of the children, Specifying the condition 
«f each article.

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C4. ChHdrcnjxeftored to Parents.]— The Society have refolved that when, any application i fc 
made to reftore a child previous to its Icing apprenticed, the parent, relation, or perlon who recon 
mended fuel) child, fliall before the delivery thereof, pay to the Secretary, for the ufe of the Society ' 
fuel) fum as tha.ll have been expended in clothing and maintaining fuch child. Every parent or 
relation fo withdrawing a child mu ft produce a certificate of general good character and condufl 
figned by two neighbouring Magiftrates. 

65. Apprentices.]— The following Rules and Regulations are to be observed in apprenticing out 
the children in the feveral Charter Schools of Ireland. 

No child is apprenticed without the previous approbation of the Committee of Fifteen. 

The Local Committees and Catecliifts of the feveral Schools are requefted, and the Mafters and 
Miftreffes direCled, to ufe their utmoft endeavours to procure eligible places for fuch of the children 
in their iefpeftive fchools as are fit to be apprenticed ; and to tranfmit to the Committee of Fifteen 
the approved forms of recommendation, without which no application for an apprentice can be com- 
plied with by the Society.

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66. Bounty for faithful -Service.]— Whereas from various caufes feme children in the fchools remain 
unapprenticed at the age of fix teen years and upwards, and this inconvenience i'eems to prevail in the 
fchools for females, notwithftandingt'he conltant efforts of the Committee of Fifteen to procure Matters and 
Miftrefi'es for them in reputable trades ; to remedy this evil, and to make way tor a quicker fucceffiou 
o : f children to be educated in the principles of pure Chriftianity, it is rfefolved, that every Charter 
School boy and girl above the age of fixteen years, who had never been apprenticed, and who iliall 
fee recommended by the Local Committee and Cathecbift, into the fcrvice of fome reputable Proteitant 
family!, and placed in luclr with the approbation of the Committee of Fifteen, and Iliall behave in 
that fame family diligently, Toberly and honeftly for the fpacc ot five years, and lay before this 
Society fatisfattory teftimonials thereof, and alio a certificate from the iMinifter or Curate of the 
parilh, that he or (he has during all that time regularly attended divine fervice and the facrairiefit of 
the Lord’s Sunpc'r, thh.Il receive a bounty from the. Society of five guineas, and alio be entitled to the 
ufual marriage portion of live pounds. 

67. U fliers and Ulherefies.]— No perfon is appointed Ufiier or Ufiieref3 to any of the Schools, but 
by a General Board, or thc'Coinmitiee of Fifteen ol' the Incorporated Society. 

Nc perfon is appointed Ullter or Uflierel's to any School under direction of the Society, who is fun 
or daughter, brother or filter of the M after or Miltrel's of the fame.

‘The Local Committees and Catechifts are alio requeited to forward to the Secretary, for the in- 
fpection of the Society, (pecimens in writing and arithmetic of fuch Candidate, Ufiier or Uflierefs, 
certified as 'written by him or her in their prefence ; and alfo fuch certificates as fuch Candidate can 
procure, of bis or her having been born of Proteftant parents, and educated- in that perfuafion, of 
iiaving'conffaiitly attended divine fervice at Church, and being of good moral character. 

The U fliers and Ufiierefies are, to the belt of their power, Ik ill, and abilities, to mltruft the children in 
ihe different branches of their education, under the direction of the Ca-thechift and Mallei- or Miflrefs, 
during the hours fet apart for inftruclion by the Rules of the Society, and are, during play hours, lo 
Yliperfnteud their coiidua, and then and at all times to pay drift attention to their morals, correcting 
the in for improper behaviour, for flovenlinefs of drefs, or inattention to the care of theirclothes, &c. 

The U fliers or Ufiierefies ’are to deep in the room with the children of the fchool, the better tv 
enable them to controul their conduct, and prevent them from abuling the bed-clothes, kc. 

' Tlic Matters arid Miftrelfes are to give notice to the Local Committees and Cathediifts of their 
-refpe&ive' Sc bools, and alfolo the Committee of Fifteen, if the U fliers or Ufiierefies Audi at any time 
deep out of the lioul’e, or otherwife negleft their duty. 

' All Ullicrs and Ufiierefies who perforin their duties faithfully and diligently, and by whofe care 
and attention the children improve in reading, writing, arithmetic, and the other branches of flieir 
education, but not otherwife, will receive from the Committee of Fifteen a reward of two Founds ten 
Shillings at the expiratiou of each half-year ending -24th of June and 25th of December, in addition 
to tlieir i’dl ary, and will be in the contemplation of the Society, for the fituation of Mailer or Miftreft 
Oi a fchool, ’ but not of that to which he or the is Ufiier or Uflierefs, if in other relpefts they are 
qualified for fuch appointment;

—Take four' bailees of black pitch, four dunces of Burgundy pitch, two ounces of 
white rofin, two ounces of bees wax, two table-fpoonfuls of wheat flour, one ditto fulphur bri.rltoae 
and a fthall bit of butter without fait ; put them all into a yeffel over a flow Are, and when melted! 
let it be well iilrred, in order to incorporate the whole ; then take a drelfed flieep-ikin, cut as much of 
it as will cover the wholc.head, fpread tile compolition on the fletli fide, and apply it to the head 
whilft warm. This cap mail remain on Ihe head for four weeks ; when taken off, if any of the hair 
remain on the affetted part, it muff be pulled out ; then apply a fecond cap of the fame, which mull 
remain on the head for three weeks; then a third, which muft remain for two weeks ; and if the 
patient is greatly alfeded, let a fourth he applied, which, certainly will eifrft a cure in the worft 
ltages.

ended tiventy-nmth September. And float the. Catechifis be likewife reqnefied to imprefs on the 
feveral Local Commrttees, that it is the. earned wifli and define of the Society that the re, edition 
(liould be in all points efieflnully complied with in every fueceeding year. And the feveral Catechifis 
are further requefied, fin add to the Keport.a fiatement, figned by the feveral Members of the Local 
Committees and themfelves, of the manner uy which the children in the feveral Schools and Nurferies 
tefpeaively, have to the heft of their Belief been fed, clothed, and inftrufted, durinv the above period ■ 
whether additional buildings and repairs (if qharged for) were well executed ; and how far the feveral 
Rules and Orders,. of.. the Society have' been complied with. 

The Mailers and Miftrefles arc to take notice, that in all letters acknowledging the receipt of Bank 
■ Notes, no other bufinefs fliould be nieritioned. .■ ••

REPORT upon the State of the feveral Charter Schools vifited at the defire of the Board of 
Education, in the Autumn of 1808, by the Reverend Do£tor Beaufort. 

MAYNOOTH SCHOOL, for Girls. 

Situation.] — This School is fituated very near the town of Maynootli, on the road to Dunboynej 
and' adjoining the Duke of Leinfter’s Demefne. 

Houle.] — The houfe is well built, and in general good repair. It contains a dining-hall, which 
is alio the hall of entrance, and is without a fire-place ; a fchool-room, a committee-room, a kitchen, • 
apartments for the family, and two dormitories well ventilated, in which there are 28 beds; all 
remarkably clean and neat. 

Orfices.] — The offices are very much out of repair; they conlift ot a barn, a potatoe houfe, a ftable, 
and a cow-houfe, over which is the infirmary, acceflible only by Hone fteps on the outiide, and the lall 
mentioned building is propped up. There is a large court in front of the houfe 1 , a yard, and a fpacious 
garden, all furrounded by a high wall. The garden is in very good order, and well cropped with 

vegetables. 

Furniture.] — There are only two tables in the hall, and one in the fchool-room; fome of the bedding 
appears to be very old; table-cloths are allowed on meat days to the children.

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N° of Children.] — There are at prefent57 girls in this School, though the efiablilhed number is - 
Health and Appearance.]— They appeared perfectly clean, and feemed to be all in good health 
except one child, who has been a long time ill, and deeps in the miferable infirmary; two others wl- ' 
had been affe&ed with fcald'heads are nearly recovered; there is no fympton of any cutaneous eruption 
among them ; four children were vaccinated laft year. Mr. Fergufon, of Leixlip, is the Apothecary to 
the fcliool, at a falary, as I was told, of 20 guineas a year. 

Inltru&ion,] — Tlieirinftru£tion appears to have been carefully attended to, for. the firft clafs read with 
•uncommon propriety ; 45 of the number learn to write, and .33 to cipher, and -they feem to have made 
a reafonable progrefs in both. 

Religion.]— They anfwered extremely well in the-Catechifm, and the elder girls in the Explanation 
■ of it; they take in turns to day grace before meals, and they all join in a hymn after breakfaft and 
'■dinner. 

Employments.] — They are taught to^nake and mend their own clothes, but have no other employ- 
-ment for the needle, as there is no demand in the neighbourhood for plain work ; they all'o knit their 
-own ftockings, and occafionally fome for fale. but thefe goods go off fo flow, and at l'o low a price 
that it is a very unprofitable manufacture; the Miftrels has therefore applied for, and experis foon to 
•’receive fix wheels for fpinning wool. 

. Charge for Work.] — JS'o charge, is made at thisfchool, by the Incorporated Society, for -the value of 
the children’s work. 

. Clothing.]— Their clothing is very neat, and in good order confidering that it has been almoft a year 
-in conftant ufe. 

Diet.]— Their food is conformable to the dietary, except that they are fometimes indulged with 
•potatoes a month or fix weeks before the appointed period of Michaelmas; the llirabout and butter- 
-milk which they had at breakfali, when I vifited the houfe, were of the- bell quality, and their bread 
•was equally good. The farm fupplies the houi'e with milk, and fome part of the other articles; but the 
Mailer buys the greater part of the provifions for ready money at the market of Ivilcoek. The annual 
•allowance for the maintenance of the children in this l'chool, is 4 o', a day for each, but an addition of 
■one halfpenny has been made to it, lince laft Chriftmas, on account-of the high price of provifions. 

Land.] — The whole extent of the land annexed to the fchbo! is 14 acres, at the annual rent of£. n; 
■four of thefe /two of which are oecupied by the houfe, garden, and offices) are walled in.; the other 
ten acres are fufiiciently fenced and divided into two fields, one under tillage and -die' other in pafture, 
on which are five cows in winter, and fix in funimer, befides two horfes. 

Fuel.]— The Society allows £. 30. a year to this houfe for fuel, which confifts chiefly of -coals ; but 
fome turf is ufed alfo. 

Miftrefs.] — Mrs, Jones and her hufband have "had the tro'ndudt of this" fchool about twelve momhs; 
they both appear very attentive to their bufinefs-; and 'the 'great cleanlinefs of the 'houfe and children, 
the neatnefs of her own perfon, and "her attendance in the fchool-room, at a very early hour when 1 
vifited it, as well as .the progrefs of the children, are very much to her credit. 

Uflier.] — l'liu U flier is Ann Clancy, a young woman of nineteen, who was educated in the fchool of 
Santry : Ihe appears both diligent and capable in the difeharge of h<»r duty. 

Cateehift.]— The Reverend Mr. Crane, Curate of Leixlip, is the Cathechift, and attends regularly 
• every week. 

Local Committee.] — The Member? of "the Local Committee, who pay the moft attention to the 
-fchool, are the Reverend Mr. Aflie, Mr. Coyne, Mr. C. Hamilton, and Mr. Fergufon. 

Oblervations.] — The principal improvements that appear neceffary, are a new and well conftrucled 
infirmary, the addition of a working room, and a fire-place in the dining-hall. The offices require au 
immediate repair; and fome is alio wanting to the ftaircafe, and the locks of the houfe. An additional 
number of tables in the dining-hall and fchool-room would be very defirable. The table-cloths, and 
fome of . the. bedding alfo, Require to be renewed. 

DUNDALK' ■SCHOOL, for Girls. 

’Situation.] — This School is fituated near the extremity of the town of Dundalk, at the fouth end of 
it, and dole to the Earl of Roden’s demefne. 

I-Ioufe.] -The houfe was confiderably enlarged in the courfe of Jaft year, by an additional building of 
-tliuee ftories in height at each end of the old houfe, which was at the fume time put into compleat. 
•repair; the rooms 011 the ground floor are, a good.kitcheri and fcullery., and a fchool-room 20 feet by 1 8,- 
which ferves alfo for a dining-hall ; over thefe are a committee-room, with a ftore-room witbinfttle of 
it,, and a working-room, off which are the Mifirefs’s apartment and an infirmary: the upper ftory.is 
divided into two large and four fmall dormitories, which contain 30 beds, and might hold. four more, 
■thefe rooms are Thoroughly ventilated, and, as well as the reft of the houfe, are kept perfectly clean. 

Offices] — The out. offices comprife only a fiorehoufe and .a liable.; the yard in which they are 
.placed, and the court before the houfe, are all.fecured by walls. 

Furniture.] — The -bed furniture in the dormitories is all good and clean.; there is but one bed in the 
infirmary; and the remainder of the furniture confifts of two fmall tables and oaken chairs in the com- 
-mittee-room,. one. long table. in the working-room, and two .in the fchool-room, with fome forms.

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K*rf Children.] Eighteen children have been fent here from the Dublin Nurfery in June- the 
number in the houfe at prefent is 58. 

Health and Appeuranre.]-They are all clean and tidy ; and were all in good health before the 
children came from Dublin, hut i« of thefe were alMed with fore eyes, and the iufeaion fpread fo 
extenCvely, that 30 of tile old fcholars caught the diftemper. They are all convalefcent now except 
four, who are (till difabled from any application either to books or work. 

Inftriiclions.J This complaint has retarded their progrefs a little, but thofe who read to me per 
■ formed very well:; twepty girls learn to write, and appear to be well ipftrucled ; lixteen are taught 
arithmetic ; the heads of each clufs are always Monitors to the clad'es immediately below them and 
afiift in their inftrudtion. ’ 

Religion.]— It is probably owing to the fame caufe that they did not anfwer as well as I expefled 
in the Explanation of the Catcchiim and in Scripture lliftory ; for 1 know that both the Minifler of the 
periill and the Cateclnft pay particular attention to this branch of the inilruflion - Mrs Thackerv alf 
gives up a-good deal of time-to improve thofe who have good voices in pfalmody ; the, beam their 
meals with a grace and conclude with a hymn; and the el, left girl reads prayers daily both in the 
morning and the evening. '1 here is one girl of 15 in this fchool, whom they cannot'leach to read

■thatch they make a very pleafing appearance in blue fluff gowns with white pderkes and ftraw 
bonnets ; the fluff is bought in Dublin, and made up at home by the girls ; the bell leather is alfo 
■procured, and alhoemaker employed in the houfe, b, which their limes are cheaper and better mad, 
than if they were bought. 

Diet!] The prefcribed dietary is obferved here, with the fame exception in favour of the potatoes, 
■as at Maynooth ; the milk is all fupplied by dairy-men, at 3 , 1 . per quart, but it is very difficult to 
.procure a fufficency in the winter. Wheat and oatmeal are bought for ready money at the market 
of Dundalk; the butcher who furmfoes meat is paid once a quarter. The Society allows id for the 
daily food of each chdd in this fchool, to which one halfpenny has been added Once Chriftnms 
Land.] No land is annexed to this fchool, but a rood of garden behind the houfe, which fee'nis to

TRIM SC II O O L, for Girls. 

Situation.]— This School (lands on a dry and airy fpot, at no great diftance from the fouth-eaft 
■end of the town, upon the road to' Summerhill. 

Houfe.]— The original plan of this Building is bad ; the Itaircafe is particularly ill contrived, and a 
good deal out of repair; the remainder of the houfe has lately been put into good order, and 
•whitewafhed. The front door opens into an eating-hall of good fize, at the end of which is a fmaller 
room, in which potatoes are (lored ; behind thefe are an inconvenient kitchen, a (lore-room, a paflage, 
and an extremely final 1 parlour ; to this (lory an addition has lately been made, of a dairy, and an 
infirmary which feems well contrived, but is ftill very damp, it is furmlhed with three iron bedlteads. 
The fir ft floor contains a committee-room, with a (mail chamber at each end for the Miftrefs, and a 
long room which ferves both for fchooling and works. The whole of the fecond llory is thrown 
into one extenfive dormitory, the Hack of chimnies forming a great fquare pillar in the centre of the 
room ; this apartment is lofty and airy, but very cold in winter, having windows on every fide; and 
it contains *29 beds, all in very good order. All parts of this houfe are extremely clean, except the 
itaircafe, which cannot be kept fo as the fcho'ol-room is above (lairs. 

Offices.! — The detached offices are, a cart-houfe, acow-houfe, and a barn, with a good haggard on 
■one fide and a large yard on the other. Thefe premifes, with a very neat court behind the front of 
tiie houfe and the road, and a large garden well cropped, occupy two acres and an half, which is en- 
-clofed and divided by good (lone walls. 

Furniture.] — There is a fufliciency of ufeful furniture and table-clotlis. 

Number of Children.] — The eftablifiiment is for 60 girls, of which there are atprefent 57 in the 
houfe, all looking clean and healthy, and quite free from fore eyes, with which many of them had been 
infected by three children that were fent to this fchool from Dublin in the Cummer. Mr. Brady, 
Apothecary, of Trim, is paid £. 15. ayear for fupplying the fchool with medicine. 

Inftruftion.] — Thefe children have made a good proficiency in reading ; 29 are learning to write, 
and 14 to cipher. 

Religion.] —They appear alfo well inftrufted in the Church Catechifm, and Crofiman’s Explanation 
of it ; they lay grace and (ing hymns before and after every meal. 

Employment.] — I faw 42 of them engaged in fpinning flax and wool; they manufafture the woollen 
yarn into (lockings, for which there is a great demand from other ichools ; they fupply that ol Ard- 
braecan, and are now executing an order from the fchool on the Strand (near Dublin) for 500 pair; 
they alfo make up all their own clothes and linen, and are learning to plait ftraw for bonnets; they 
are made to clean the houfe and affifl in the kitchen in rotation. The lame price as at Dundalk is 
charged to the Miftrefs for the fruits of their induftry. 

Clothing.] -They are all well clad in blue Camleteen, which is bought in Dublin and made up 
at home ; they have ftraw bonnets, and (bawls, and wear chequer bibs ; they have alfo a few old 
cloaks, and are applying for an .additional number; their (hoes are contracted for at Trim, at 4s. io£d, 
11 pair. 

Diet.] — They are fed according to the Society’s direction ; fre(h beef and mutton are bought at the 
Market of Trim for ready money; oatmeal is l'upplied from the farm and wheaten procured from the 
flour-mills in quantities, there being large chelis for ftoring both forts of meal. I was much pleafed 
with the regularity with which the children went down flairs in pairs when the dinner-bell izog. 

Land.] — There is a finall farm of feven acres annexed to this fchool, at a rent of £.4. 16#. 
well fenced, and all under tillage, the Mufter finding it more profitable to raife his own corn, as l.e 
can hire good grals for his cows, very near the houfe, at 3! guin&.s per head; he keeps only four 
cows in Cummer when milk is to be bought in plenty, and fix in w|nter when it is fcarce. 

Matter and Miftrefs.] — William and Charlotte Eagan have been fomewbat more than a year at 
the head of this fchool, which they appear to conduct with great regularity and attention; they have 
three young children of their own. 

Ufher.] — The L'llier, Margaret Regan, has been in that ftation about nine months, and was diligent) 
employed when 1 was there ; (lie aflilts the Miftrefs in teaching the children to read and to work, and, 
with the Matter, indrafts the children in writing and ciphering. Two Maids are kept. The allow 
ance for fuel is £: 32 a year. 

Catechitt.] — The office of Catechift is regularly difeharged by the Reverend Mr. Wamnght, who 



refides in the town. 

Local Committee.] — The Local Committee is conftantly attended by the Reverend Mi. ,j 10 ’ 
Vicar of Trim, the Reverend Mr. Hamilton, Diocefan Schoohnafter, and Mr. Mochler. 

Obfervations.] — The principal deficiency in this houfe is a working-hall, efpecially as the fchoo 
room, in which alfo their works are carried on, is too low, not nine feet high, and cannot be rea 1 y 
aired, the windows being all on the fame fide. — A (table is alfo requifite ; and fome ufelul alteiatiojj 8 
might be made in the kitchen and in the necefiary, both of which are very inconvenient an 1 



contrived. 
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LOUGHREA SCHOOL, for Girls. 

Situation.]— The School of Loughrea ftands upon high ground, on the fouth fide of the Dublin road, 
a full mile from the town. 

Houfe.] The buildings are old and much out of repair, the windows are for the mod part rotten, 

d t he tops of the chimnies in a ruinous ftate. The ground-floor comprifes a large and good fchool- 
room well floored with brick, a poor low kitchen, and a good parlour, with a clofet for the Miftrefs. 
nd family ; over thefe the Miftrefs has a very neat apartment behind the committee-room ; and on 
f t h fidcs are dormitories, each containing ten beds; thefe two rooms are not ceiled, and their windows 
are fo placed in one corner as to make that end very cold, without admitting a good circulation oi 
ir to the other. In the upper ftory, which is partly in the roof, are a large ftore-room and dormitory 
with eleven beds, well ventilated. The offices are conveniently placed in the back yard; one has been 
lately rebuilt, but the remainder, including the infirmary, which is a miferable damp room, are in a 
wretched ftate. Both this yard and the court in front are furrounded by ftone walls. 

Furniture.]— The bedfteads appear to be very old and want to be replaced, the bedding feems to be 
very good, and the hall is well fupplied with tables and forms. 

N° of Children.]— Sixty girls are the number on the eftablifhment, but there are now 66 m the 
houfe ; they are for the moll part very young, only four of the number having been two years in this 
ichool. In the courfe of the laft twelve months eighteen have been apprenticed, and eight ot the 
eldeft were drafted to Dublin in July. 

Health and Appearance.]-They appear very neat and clean, and have no cutaneous eruptions of 
any kind ; one child is confined by illnefs, and another is afflifted with a fcrofula ; the whooping- 
cocvh has lately made its appearance among them, hot they are notv more free from fore eyes than 
they have been thefe two years, having repeatedly caught that diforder from the children which were 
fent here from nurferies. Dodtor Shadwell prefcribes for the lick grata ; and Mr. Clone Apothecary, 
funnlies the fchool with medicines ; his hill ufually amounts to about twelve guineas in the year 

Initruaion.]— The children read well for their age, and are taught to read in the Pfalter, le.ta- 
meut and Bible, at their daily leffons, and in Mrs. Hannah Moore’s Wafts as a reward. Here alfo 
Monitors are appointed from the fuperior daffies. At writing there are no more than u6, and so at 
ciphering ; they appear to be well inftrufted, but their progrefs has been-impeded by the prevalence

Uil,er/- T he, are taught reading, writing, figures, and aifo needle-work, by Margaret Eleetwood, 
who has been ten years Ufherefs to this School. One Maid Servant and a Man a, e kept he e 

Catechift.] — The Catechift is the Reverend Sir. Richards, Curate of Loughrea, who attends at

Local Committee.] -The principal Members of the Committee are, Doctor bhadwell, 

Ralph Daly, and Mr. Bricknnll, Agent to Lord Cianricard. 

Obfervations.]— There are in the three dormitories no more than 31 beds, w 1 > 

fufficient to accommodate 66 children. There are here neither a working-room g . 

nor preffes to keep the books or clothes fafe. Th, children have all their meals in th e ktofan, 
and are without table-cloths, which is very ilovenly. They ought to he fupplie w 
cloaks in wet weather for Sundays, as the church of Loughrea is more than a mile from the fchool. 
it has already been remarked that the houfe, and particularly the offices, require conMemMe repoto 
to which mutt he added a great inconvenience, which arifes from the want of water ; they are obliged 
H’L S 
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to draw the water that is ufed at leaft two miles, for which .the Society allows a-compenfation of 
one guinea per quarter. 

CASTLEBAR SCHOOL, for Girls. 

Situation;] — The fituation of this School is at the fouthern extremity of the town, on the road to 
Ballinrobe. 

Houfe.]— The bafement ftory contains a kitchen unceiled, and with a broken clay floor ; a larder and 
ftore-room.; and a large wafte-room, which has no communication with the houfe, the door opening 
into the yard: on the firft floor are a committee-room and a large apartment for the Miftrefs and° 
fchool-room ; this laft is over the kitGhcn, and is a very cold room, the wind blowing up between the 
boards, while fand and dirt fall through the crevices into the kitchen, for want of a ceiling ; over this 
are the Miftrefs’s chambers, and two dormitories, with ten beds only in each of them. The windows 
in the fchool-room are fo. decayed that they hardly flick together, and the lower flight of. the ftaircaf' 
is much out of repair. 

Offices.]— The out offices are, a fmall liable, a barn, and a cow-houfe without bails, and are all in 
very bad repair, efpecially the roofs. A Hone wall encompaffes the front courts and back yards. The 
. garden contains but one rood, and is well flocked- with cabbages. 

Furniture.]— -The bedding appears pretty good, but the bedheads are old, and fome of them broken; 
there-is a fufficiency of furniture in the committee and fchool-rooms, and there are two tables in the 
-kitchen. Notwitbflanding thefe inconveniencies, the houfe was all very clean above flairs. 

? of Children!] —The eftabliihment is bated at 50; there are at prefent only 35 children in the 
hSufe, eight having been lately drafted to Dublin, and one bound apprentice; a girl of 13 years of 
■ fCge; who had been fix years in the i'chool, eloped in Auguft. 

' Health. and Appearanee.]-rThe children -are clean, and have no fymptom of any eruptive diforder- 
but many of them have heavy colds, a complaint l am told they are very fubjeft to here, on account 
-of the dampnels ol the houfe ; no lefs than nine are fullering from fore eyes, which diftemper was 
brought here not long fmce by .eight children from the nurfery at Monivea, and has gone through the 
whole- fchook Two girls who were not known to have had the fmall-pox, were lately vaccinated by 
Doctor Keane, Surgeon to .the County Infirmary,; he attends confiantly to the health of the children 
ahd fupplies drugs, for a falary of £. 15 a year. 

Inftruction .] — The children read tolerably, and are making a good proficiency in writing, which is 
taught by the Ulher. There is one poor girl in the houfe, who appears to be equally weak both in 
mind and body. 

Religion.]— They anfwered very well in the Catechilm, confidering their age and the time they have 
■loft by -fore- eyes. 

Employment.] — Thefe children alfo make up their own clothes, and do plain work very well, but 
there is little demand for it here, or for the furplus of their knitting; they make ftraw bonnets' for 
their own ufe, and propofe to make fome now for fale ; a few are learning to do tambour work, and 
-Others to jnake lace, under the care of the Miftrefs; they earn a little alfo by knitting cotton gloves, 
which are neatly executed, for the ladies of the vicinity ; and they affift the houfe-maid and in the 
kitchen. 

Clothing.] — Their clothing is of blue fluff, and in good order. 

Diet.]— They are dieted according to rule in every point, except potatoes, as has been remarked of 
•other Schools; a lufficieney of wheat is raifed on the farm, which alfo Supplies them with milk ; oat- 
meal and frefh meat are bought at the market of Caftlebar: I faw them at dinner on excellent beef, 
with plenty of cabbage. The Society allows 4 < 1 . a bead to this fchool, exclufive of the halfpenny 
added this year. 

Land.] The farm contains eight acres, the rent is £. 6. 10 s. per annum ; it is ill fenced, and a, 
great part ol it wet and poor ; the Maher has exerted himfelf to improve it, but he cannot afford to 
• drain it completely ; he keeps five cows, and tills all that is arable : he tells me that the leafe of the 
land will expire on the demife of the king. He is allowed now £. 24. per annum for fuel, candles and 
foap ; but he fays that, until this year, £. 20. more was allotted for this purpofe. 

Mafter and Miftrefs.] The prefent Mafter and Miftrefe have had this School about three years; 
their names are John and Mary Moore. Mrs. Moore gives her whole attention to the children, and 
he takes care of the farm and provifions. They have four fons, all young. 

Ufher.] — Elenor Grady is the Ufherefs ; flie was fen t here from the School of .Santry, fix months, 
ago, and her diligence appears from the proficiency the children have made in writing fincc fhc be- 
came their inftruftor ; ffie fleeps in the dormitory, as enjoined by the regulations of the Society. One 
Maid only is allowed to this School ; but as the children are young, the Miftrefs keeps an apprentice 
at her own expence. 

Catechift.] — The Reverend Mr. Aflie, Curate of the Parifli, is the Catechift, and is very attentive 
to this ditty. 

Local Committee.] — The Members of the Committee who confiantly attend, are Sir Samuel 
0 ‘Maly, and Mr. 0 ‘Maly, the Chief Magiftrate of Caftlebar. 

Oblervations.]— It appears extraordinary that there fhould be no more than 20 beds in the dormi- 
tory, when the eftahliflied number of children is ftated at 50. It is alfo to he noted, that there are

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In fu' u£t ion.] — They read moderately well for their (landing ; only 17 of the number learn to write 
and cipher, but the progrefs they have made does great credit to the Mailer. 

Religion.] — The upper. c'lafs appears to underftand the Catechifm remarkably well, and are able to 
give a good explanation of it; they fay grace and ling (hort hymns before and after meals, and they 
fin® pfalms at intervals while they are at work. 

Employment.] — In this houfe none are idle; they fpinwool and flax, they work at their needle, they 
jnake ] acP) and even the youngeft are learning to knit. The ufual charge is made for their labour. 

Clothing.] — Their clothing, all made up at home of tea-green fluff bought in Dublin, is very neat, 
with which they wear chequer bibs ; on Sunday they have white bibs, and a white cloak or handker- 
•chief, and ftraw bonnets. 

j)i c t.]_The bread ufed here is all brought from Dublin, whereas in all the other Schools which I 
have vifited, none but flat bread (baked at home and made of unfitted meal) is allowed; the beef, which 
appears exceeding gdod, is fupplied by contract at 5 cl. cl pound at all feafons, with which they have 
vegetables of all forts. The allowance for diet is 4. rf. a day, with one halfpenny addition (iuce Chrift- 
mas. Thirty tons of coals are furniflied to the School annually by the Society. 

Mafter and Miltrefs.] — Robert and Sarah Ruffell have had the conduct of this School about two 
vears ; they had prefided at the Charter School of Maynpoth four years, and were formerly at that of 
Kiifinnane, which is now fuppreffed; the Mafter teaches writing and arithmetic, and attends to the 
provifions and the houfe; Miftrefs directs the fchool and the works. 

Uflier.] — The Ulher is Sarah Forfter, who has beenjpmetime confined in a very bad ftate of health. 
Catechift.]— The Rev. Robert Difney of Glafnevin dil'charges the duty of Catechift with punctuality. 
Local Committee.] -Mr. Difney, the Catechift, and the Reverend Doctor Smith, Minifter of the 
.Pavilli, are the only gentlemen who attend the quarterly meetings. 

Obfervations.]. — The only thing that appears to be wanting at Santry School, is a fpacious work- 
ing ball. 

Land.] — I had omitted to repwt in its proper place, that 32 acres conftitute the farm of this fchool, 
at the rent of X- 37 - 6 s. ; of this 1-2 acres are in tillage. The Mafter keeps, 3 horfes and 10 
milch cows. 

SLIGO SCHOOL, for Boys. 

Situation.] — Tills School is placed in a very eligible fituation, on a rifing ground by the fide of the 
load to Manor Hamilton, and about a quarter of a mile from the town. 

Iloufe.] — The houfe is clean and in general gbod repair, the kitchen and fcitllery excepted ; it was 
"completely flaied the year before laft. It comprifes on the ground floor the fchool-room, a kitchen, 
and a parlour. The firft floor is occupied by the committee-room, a ftore-room,' and a chamber for 
the M after’s family ; the fecond is divided into three dormitories, very clean and well ventilated, in 
which there are 42 beds. 

Offices.] — This fchool is accommodated with every neceffary office, and one large room is building 
for looms; all are kept in excellent order. The court before 4 the houfe, and a large haggard at (he rere, 
are fenced and divided by good walls ; there is an acre of garden, neatly kept and well cropped. 

Furniture.] — There appears to be a want of furniture in the committee-room, and of fome addi- 
tional bedding: 

N° of Children.] — The eftablithed number of boys is 80 ; at prefent there are 82 in the fchool; 
three were apprenticed the laft quarter. 

Health and Appearance.]— -They look well and hearty, and do not appear to have any complaint 
whatever. 

Inftru&ion.] — They read tolerably well, but feem to have made a greater proficiency in writing; 
there are 70 learning to write and 50 at accompts. . 

Religion.] — They appear to be well inltrufted in the Cdtechifin and in the Explanation of it. 
Employments.] — They all knit ftockings for themfelves; twenty arc generally employed as far as 
they are able, in the farm and in the garden; but their principal objedt of induftry is the loom, 20 
•of the boys are able to weave, and 50 of them are more or lefs -employed in the different branches of 
that bufinefs. The Mafter is charged £. 60. a year for this work. 

Clothing.] — Their clothes are in pretty good order, and two tailors are employed in making up the 
new ones, the materials having been bought in Dublin ; their fhoes are alfo made in the houfe. 

Diet.] — They have plenty of good food, but the regulations of the Dietary are tranfgreffed in two in- 
stances ; they got potatoes before Michaelmas, and have none but oaten bread, all which are the pro- 
duce of the farm, as well as the milk they ufe ; meat is bought at the market of Sligo. The allowance 
for their food is 3 \d. per day, with the additional halfpenny. 

Land.] — Exclufive of the 4 acres about the houfe, there are 30 more at a fmall diftance, for which 
She Society is paid a rent of £.28. 185. Befides which the Mafter has taken a field of five acres, 
more contiguous, at the rent of .£.5. per acre. This farm is well fenced and well cultivated; an 
excellent-crop is all neatly made up in the haggard ; this 12th September the Mafter keeps twelve 
eows.

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Mailer.] — Jofeph Hines, the Mailer, is married and has feven children ; his father, who ftil] ]; v 
in the houfe, refigned the Scliool to him eight years ago. He is by trade a weaver, and etn 1 ** 
fome journeymen, as well as four apprentices (bred in this School) and the. boys as before mentioned 
on 1 6 or 20 looms. ’ 

Ullier.]— Jofeph Fry, the U flier, who was educated in this fchool, attends to the learning and 
induftry of the boys, and writes a very fine hand. One maid feryant is kept, and three female 
apprentices. 

Catecbift.] — The Reverend Mr. Armtlrong, Curate of Sligo, is the very attentive Catechift 
Local Committee.] — Mr. Owen Wynne, and the Reverend Richard Wynne, Mr. Soden, Mr. Bulteel 
ar.d leveral other, gentlemen, are very conftant in their attendance on the Committee. 

O.bfervations.]— A dining-hall is much wanted, as they now eat in the fchool-room, which ' 
rather too fmall. The beds feem to be rather too much crowded in the dormitories. There are no 
table-cloths, nor is there a fufficiency of knives and forks, or other table furniture. There is no 
infirmary to this School, and when any of the Boys are ill, they are obliged to be removed to the 
ft ore-room. 

CREGGAN SCHOOL, for Boy s. 

Situation.]—' This School is fitualed yon an eminence, about half a mile fouth of the Church and 
Parfonage-houfe of Creggan, and at a good diflance from the road ; it is feven miles from Dundalk 
as many from Carrickmacrofs, and five from' Cafllehlany. 

Houfe.]— The houfe is old and ill contrived, but has been repaired and whitewafiied this fummer 
except an adjoining thatched building, which was formerly ufed as a kitchen, but has been let to go to 
ruin. On one fide of the hall there is a good kitchen ; and on the other the lchool-room, which has 
been curtailed by a clofet ; behind it the Mafter has afmall apartment. Two very bad ftaircafes lead up 
to the dormitories, in each of which there are ten beds ; they are clean and airy; between thefe are 
the committee-room and the Mafter’s bed-chamber. 1 cannot lay that the houfe was as clean as 
moft of the other fchools which I have vifited. 

• Offices.]— The offices are bvttfew ' and one food of garden ground, very ill fenced, fervesfor cabba^ 
and the corn flacks. There are no walls or hedges to enclofe the yards. 

Furniture.]— The committee-room is well furnifhed; the bedding is good; and there are two tables 
for the boys, one in the fchool, and the other in the kitchen. 

Number of Boys.] — I was told that there v were 43 boys in the fchool, but I faw only 28, as the 
others were employed on the turf-bog, at a diftance. 

Health and Appearance.]— They appear healthy, well fed, and content, but not very neat or clean, 
being moftlv employed about the turf, at pi;efent ; neither did they feem to be quite free from erup- 
tions on their hands. 

Inftrudlion.] -They read pretty well, but in a bad ftyle ; , moft. of them learn to write, but they do 
not appear to have made a great progrefs in arithmetic. 

Religion.]— In the Catechifm and in .Mann’s Explanation of it, they anfwered very well. But it is 
fair to note, that the biggeft boys of the fchool were abfent at their work. 

Employment.]— They affift as far as their ftrength permits in the cultivation of the land, and in 
herding the cattle ; and a few of them .knit ftockings-. The ufual charge is made for their. labour. 

Clothing.] — Their old clothing is nearly worn out ; but their Sunday fuit, of blue andfcarlet, is very 
clean and well preferved ; their new clothes are now in the hands of the tailors, who are. making 
them up in the houfe, of materials which the Mafier had bought in Dublin ; the children make a 
part of their ftockings, the remainder is purchafed in the country ; they have 3 pair of brogues each 
in the courfe of the year. 

.Diet.] — They have plenty of good food, chiefly fupplied by the farm, though not exa&ly conform- 
able to the dietary, for they have potatoes at dinner now at the end of Auguft, and ufe only oaten bread 
in any part of the year. The allowance.for maintenance is three-pence halfpenny per head, with the 
temporary addition of a halfpenny. 

Land.]— Three acres are annexed in perpetuity to the houfe; there are 30 acres more, for which 
a rent is paid of ,£.6. 155. per annum ; it is coarfe and mountainous, and partly fenced by rough (tone 
walls; the term of it depends on' the life of Her Royal Highnefs the Duchefs of Brunlwick. The 
Mafter holds in his hands, befides, a farm of 4.0 acres, at the diftance of three miles. He has an allow- 
ance of £. 14. a year for fupplying fuel. . 

Mafter.] —John Gilier, who had been Ullier to this fchool for a long time, has been at the head 
of it thirteen years ; he has a wife and four, children, one of them grown up, and following his trade of 
a hofier in this houfe ; he has a general good character, and has the appearance of being a good-natured 
man ; the children feem fo much attacked to him, that he had no difficulty in bringing back two ot 
them, who had been feduced to elope, but now feem quite content. 

Ullier.] -The Ullier is William Wright, who was educated here, and has been now twelve years 
in that fituatio'ri ; he fieeps in one of the dormitories. 

Catechift.] - The Reverend James Frieland, the Curate of the Parilh, has been thirty-fix years 
Catechift to this fchool, and pays great attention to it; as does alfo the Honourable and Reverend 
Piercy Jocelyn, Reftor of the Parilh. Only one maid fervant is kept here. 

Obfervations. 
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. Obfmations .]-Ther« is not a number of beds (only twenty) for the accommodation of 

forty-three boys and the Other. The want of a dining-hall obliges the children to eat in the kitchen 
anti even there one table is not enough to hold them ; there ate no table-cloths. 






ARDBRACCAN S C H O O L, for Boys. 

Situation.]— The fituatton of this School is about a quarter of a mile from the Parilh Church, on one 
of the roads to Navan, from whence it is diftant two miles and a half. 

■ Houfe.}— The houfe contains on the ground floor, a kitchen, daily, and ditung-haU which are 
flagged, the committee-room and a fmall cellar. On the firfl floor, there are two ftnall chambers for 
the Mailer and the Jlner, a large flore-room and the fehool-rootn, with done Heps to defcend into the 
yard on the collide i over thefe are three dormitories, which contain thirty beds, and afrnall apartment 
for the fervant. The floor of one.of the dormitories is much decayed, but they are all very clean and 
well ventilated. J 

Offices.] In a large yard there are a cow-houfe, a (table, and a largo workfhop containing twelve 
looms ; this yard and a court In front of the houfe are furrounded with walls ; there is a pump in the 
yard, but it is dry during a great part of the fummer. The garden is large and clean, well kent and 
fully flocked with vegetables. 1 * 

Furniture.] There is a fuffieiency of table-cloths, of knives and forks, and all other neceflaries 
except meets, of which the Mailer fays they require a large fupply. 

Number of Children.] The number of boys on the eftabliflime.it isfixty; at prefent there are 
fixty-four m the houfe, but four ot them are ordered to be apprenticed to the Mallei- of the fcliool 
immediately: 

Health and AppeargnceJ-They loalo.well, and arc in all refp.fts healthy, except in the article of 
fe.e eyes, w.th which feme of the boys were infeSed by the arrival of twenty-one from Dublin not 
long fi.ice, who were not quite recovered from that complaint, but they are ail mud. better Mr 
Dickfon, an apothecary at Navan, is paid £. 18. a year for medicine and attendance. 

Inftruiftlon.]— They read very well according to their age; only thirty have as .yet been tanrfit to 
write, and fourteen to cipher.

Iuftruftion.]— Thefe boys read remarkably well, and with a diftinft, full voice; a great progrefs in 
writing and ciphering has been made by 23 of them, who are alio taught to make pens. Monitors, 
from the i'uperior clafi'es, are appointed to allilt their juniors. Mere alio there is one dull boy, who has 
riot been able to learn any thing in the courfe of feveral years, but is active and willing to labour. 

' Religion-] In the religious part of their education, they are as much advanced as in reading and

Employment-]— 1 There is no other manual employment for the children of this fchool than the 
knitting of (lockings for their own nfe, and nffifting in the cultivation of the farm and garden. Tlig

Clothing.]— Their clothing is very good, and, hefides their every-day full, they have another one to 
wear on Sundays.

Obfervations.]— There is no infirmary to this fchool; when any of the children are ill, they are 
removed to the barn.

— Except -one, who has a -fcald head and other complaints, the boys are all 
in good health, look well, and are very clean. The Apothecary’s bill leldom exceeds £.4. a year. 

Inftruftion.] — They read in a very intelligent manner ; and of the 41 who learn to write, feveral 
have made great progrefs :: there are 30 who are taught figures, of whom -the like report may 
be made. 

Religion.] — They anfwered well in the Catec.hifm, and in the Explanation of it; grace is faid, and 
a hymn, as at other fchools. 

Employment.] — Hitherto thefe boys have had no other mode of earning money for the Matter than 
•by knitting the'ir own ftockings, and a few for lale ; they are not even employed in the garden ; but the 
blatter having been originally bred a fhoemaker, is beginning to inftrud them in that trade, and 
two are engaged at it now under a journeyman. He pays, however, the ufual compenfation for their 
.labour. 

Clothing.] — Their old clothes are ftill very decent; the new ones are now making up for them ; a 
few of them wear hats, which the Matter has given as premiums, finding that this diftin&ion of drefs 
is a great encouragement to application. 

Diet.] — Their provifions appeared extremely good ; the market of Longford fupplies all that is not 
produced by the farm ; at prefent their bread is made of oatmeal. 

Land.]— The farm contains 33 acres, at a rent of £. 20. It is rather wet, and the Matter has im- 
proved fome part of it by finking drains and ditches, but the fences are very indifferent ftill ; he has this 
year four acres of potatoes, and feven of oats : on the pafture he keeps two horfes and feven cows, with 
fome cattle for .fale. 

Matter.]— The Matter, Richard Ring, has not been appointed to this School above two years ; lie 
and his wife feem to be well difpofed and intelligent. 

Ufher.]— There has been no Uttier here fince laft April, when the late Uffier died fuddenly. 
Cathechift.]— The Reverend Mr. Irwin, Curate of Temple Michael, is the Catechift. 

Local Committee.]— Great attention is paid to this School by the Honourable and Reverend Dean 
Burke, and the Reverend Sir J.ames Hutchinfon. 

Obfer \ ations.] — In this School alfo the want of an infirmary mutt be noticed. It was omitted, under 
■the head of Furniture, to remark that the number of beds in the dormitories is too fmall for the 
accommodation of fixty boys and theUiher, or even of the number at prefent in thehoufe. The clock 
is fo bad as to be of little or no ufe. 




F A R R A S C II O O L, for Roys. 

Situation.]— This School ftands on a fmall hill, near the banks of Lough-Howell, a quarter of a 
mile from the church of Leny, and fix miles from the town of Mullingar. 

Houfe.]— The houfe is in good repair, and the additions which are now making to it are executed, 
as far as they have been finilhed, in a mafterly way ; when completed, they will comprife on. the ground 
-floor a lchool-room, a dining-hall, and a working-room, all of large dimenfions ; a kitchen, fcullery, 
and dairy, with a good ftore-room, all well flagged, and a committee- room alio. The Mallei s apai t- 
ments will occupy the front on the upper floor ; and the three other fides of the fquare will form an 
extenfive dormitory, capable of containing 53 beds, and very airy, with a fmall room in the centre 
for the Uffier to lleep in. . .. 

Offices.]— The offices are alfo undergoing a great improvement, and when finittied according to the 
plan will afford a proper infirmary and a laundry, in addition to the prefent buildings. A part of the 
open field in front of the houfe is to be walled in, for a play-ground, and for fecurity ; the garden is 
large, well enclofed, and well flocked with'-vegetables. 

Furniture ] — The bedding is neat and in good order ; fmall metal wheels have been lately inferted in 
the bed pods, on the fuggeftion of the Matter, for the convenience’ of moving them from the walls when 
the room is to be waffied. There appears to be no want of any thing, except an additional number of 
knives and forks. 

N° of Children.]— There are at prefent 52 boys in this fchool ; but when the additional building 
is finiflied, it will accommodate upwards of an hundred. 

Health and Appearance.] — They have all a clean and healthy appearance; all thofe who had not 
the fmall pox have been lately vaccinated. There is one poor lad in this fchool twenty-five years of 
age, who is nearly an ideot, but who is ufefully employed in feveral menial offices. 

j. 2i U Inftruftion. 
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Inftru&ion.j — Thefe boys read very well, and appear to be making a confiderable progrefs und 
the prefent A.1 after in writing and figures. 

Religion.]— They are alfo well initr acted in the Church Catechifm and the Explanation of it 
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Employment.] — To knit their ftockings, and to work occafionally at the farm and in the garden, are 
their only employments. The Mailer pays however £. 45. for their labour. 

Clothing.] — 'I heir clothing is clean, and their new fuits are kept for Sundays till the old ones 
are worn out. 

Diet.

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Diet ]— The dietary is in general piM&Mly followed, bat for want of wheaten meal they had oaten 
bread at their meals whenl vifited them. The mills from which the wheaten meal is brought are 16 
miles diftant from the fchool , and for frelh meat and the oaten meal, which the farm is not able to 
iiinply, recourfe muft be had to thg market of Mullingar. 

Land.] To this eftablitlnnent are annexed 30 acres of light dry land, and 15 acres of improved bog, 

which is however ftill liable to be overflowed by the lake. I did not learn the rent that is paid for it. 
Thefe grounds are ill-fenced, and hat in bad-order as yet. There are J acres in tillage, and 7 milch 
■cows are kept upon the pafture. 

Matter.]— John Boyle is the Matter; he has been placed in this fchool about one year; he has a 
wife and. four children. .. - 

Ufl,er.]— The Uther, Charles Rofs, has not been in that fituation above half a year. Two maid 
fervants are kept here, and two female apprentices. 

Cateciiift.] The Rev. Mr. Ward, who has been lately appointed to the perpetual Cure of Leny, is 

at prefent the Catechift. , 

Local Committee.] -The Committee confitls of, Lord Sundeilin, Rev. Mr. Ladclitte, Chaplain to 
Wilton's Hofpitalj Rev. Mr. llobinfon, Rev. Mr. Jephfon, Mr. Tuite, Mr. Handcock, and Mr. Murray. 

CONCLUSION. 

It may be proper to remark, that all thefe Schools were edited by me without any previous notice, 
and many of them at a very early hour in the morning; that thofe vifits did not feem to cm* the 
fmalleit confufion, and that in every mfiijnce the Mailer or Miilrefi immediately propofed to lead me 
through all parts of the houfe. 

The- number of children in the I4.fchools amounts tojao, of which 365 are girls, and 455 boys; 
and 1 find by the lilts which are kept at the fchools, that 299 of this number are the children of 
Proteftant parents. 

It is -no fmall proof of the general attention of the Mailers .and Miftreffes to the health of the 
.children and the goodnefs of their provifions, that among fo great a number I found only four on the 
fick lift, and fix in a ftateof convalefcence; exclufive indeed of the children who were more or lefs 
affeaed with fore eyes in the Nurfery of Monivea, and the fix fchools. into which the' infedion had 
been brought from the Dublin Nurfery. : • 

It appears from the Report, that this great number of children are trained up in health, deanlinefs, 
and good order ; and although they may be better inftruaed in fome fchools than in others, yet in all they 
are reafonably well taught to read and write, and. all learn their duty to God and man. But as ft is 
alfo fteceffary that they fhould acquire- early; habits of laborious induftry, it is to be lamented that 
a greater variety of ufeful employment has not been devifed for their infant hands. This deficiency 
is moft confpicuous in the fchools for boys, who Jiave not enough to do in general, except at Ard- 
braccan and Sligo, where cotton and linen goods are manufactured, and -even there a limited number 
only are engaged in that bufinefs.' 

Were there proper objefls to exercife their induftry, it would be a benefit to the Inhibition, and very 
profitable to the Matters, whofe aggregate payments for. the children’s labour amount to ^.5 W- 10 - 
in twelve fchools, for Monivea and MaynOoth are exempted. It would alfo have the good effe£t of 
preparing the children for the hard work that awaits them during their apprenticeftiips. I have often 
heard in the courfe of this little progrefs, and I have feen at Collon, that children from the Charter 
Schools are commonly lefs inclined than others to regular and continued labour ; and this probably is 
one caufe of their frequent elopement from fervice. . . 

A few fliort obfe'rvations are necefiary to clofe this Report. 

The expenfe of maintenance varies in different fchools. In five of the female ones, fourpence a day 
is allowed for the food of a child;- in the two other female, and all the male fchools, the allowance 
is threepence halfpenny ; and at Monivea threepence ; to which one halfpenny has been added this year 
throughout the whole eftablifiiment. 

In two of the fchools, the comfort and decency of table-cloths accompany every meal ; in feven, 
they are only allowed at dinner on meat days ; but in five fchools, none are allowed at any meal 

whatever. • 11 f 

The want of infirmaries at fix of the fchools, and the bad condition they are in at others, ca or 
immediate attention. I muft add, that four fchools are without dining-halls, and ten of them without 
working-rooms; atad alfo that in fome fchools there is not a fufficient number of beds to accommo ate 
the children. - ■> ■ ' . , T 

I have nothing farther to notice, but that in every fchool, except two, the 67th Rule, whic c 
ceive to be of great utility, is infringed by the Uftier’s not fleeping in the dormitory; at Monivea, a 
Tnfod fervant very properly lies in every room where there are children.

This Eftablilhment was founded and endowed by Bilbop Pococke, the antiquary and traveller who 
left n Ettale, which now produces about £. 700. per annum, for its fupport. 

By Doittor Poeocke's Will, the boys cannot be admitted into this foundation under the age of in or 
above the age oi 14 years, and they mutt be of Roman Catholic parents excfufively. The ScWhoufe 
or Factory, as it IS called, is Bloated clofe open the high road, on a lofty fituation, over the town of 
Kilkenny, and about three-quarters of a mile from the marketplace. The lioufe is in good repair 
except feme biead.es m the dating. The boundary walls, and all the enclofnres, want confide, able 
repairs. There are three acres of very bad ground annexed to this eflablilhment, of which not above an 
ace ,s productive, the reft itone and fand pits.

ThevRules of the Society and the Dietary were hung 
up in the fchool-room. The Mailer reprefented to me that the allowance of bread was too fmall for

• thinks the price which the prefent allowance of that article coirs would furniih an abundance oi 
potatoes. I ailced the boys, which they liked beft ? AU-but one laid potatoes. 

All the offices; .which are newly built, the walls, gates, &e. of this -Eftabliihment were in perfect 
repair- tbd Society having, -as I was informed, expended-^. 600. within the laft three years upon it. 
The infirmary*, which- is outfide the houfe, is very ill-fuited to an Eftabliftiment in other refpetfs fe: 
well furniflied with every accommodation ; it is a whitewaihed loll, 13 feet iquare, with a wafte-room 
- under it, and it adjoins the ’bakehoufe ; fit has two windows about two feet' high and broad, and the- 
(ide walls 'arc not five feet-in height. It- contained two beds ; the heat was oppreffive. I found two 
: little boys who had fore eyes, but who were in every other refpeft well, -confined in this place by 

• order of the attending Phyfician, and one -of -the fmall windows was darkened by a quilt. I advifeti 

• the Matter to -put a fhade over their eyes, and to-let them out. Ihey were the only children in the 
fchool who had any ailment. Ten pounds per annum is paid to the Doctor for -attendance and medi- 
cine; he vifits when fent for. I ftaid to fee the children dine ; their dinner Was of mutton, which 

• was very good, and potatoes ; and they had a good allowance of both. I left this fchool about half 
paft four o’clock, which 1- found altogether in a very good ftate. I was informed by good authority, 
that nothing could be more wretched than the ftate of this Eftabliihment was three years ago.

very 
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"very good appearance; 5 who had excellent voices accompanied the organ. When! reached the 
•'School, the boys were bufy in-taking off their Sunday clothes, and putting-on the extra fait of the 
Society, which the Matter made the common fuit, and which 1 was iirvery good order; their tlioes and 
dockings excellent. Dinner was foon ierved in the fchoOl-room, which is alfo ufed as the dir.inu-hall, 
there being no other ; the boys had portions of veal and corned pork, and there was not any -fixed 
allowance of potatoes at the fide of each trencher, but large heaps of fmoking potatoes were piled 
•■down the centre of the tables, ‘anti each boy helped himfelf as he wanted-; ‘grace was laid before and 
after dinner, and the ufual hymn lung. There were '46 boys, all healthy and cheerful looking children, 
excepting a lad about 17, who-the Mailer told me had the falling fickhefs ; -he had a ftupid rather than 
an unhealthy appearance; the Mafter faid-the complaint had - affetted his faculties', and that he never 
f was required to do .any thing ; he-has -been reported to the Society in every Report fent up for the lull 
year; the Matter was informed by their Secretary he would be removed by their- order -to Dublin, upon 
the iirft opportunity. I obferved but one boy who had any appearance of having had a fcald'head ; he 
-was perfectly cured, but quite bald on the crown of -his head : the heads, hands and (kins of the boys 
were quite clean. " 

The houfe, which was built in 1748, has a ‘very antique appearance; it is in a very good fituation 
'-and about a mile and a half- from the market-houfe of Clonmel!, on 'the roaillo Carrick-on-fuir, near 
’ the road fide, but enclofed 'in a fmall court (bailed with trees ; there is a very large and well enclofed 
■ yard behind it ; the offices are round this. The houfe and offices are in good repair. There are two 
■dormitories about 22 feet by 20-each ; the roofo are pitched, not ceiled ; each contained 12 beds, the 
; (heets and bedding perfectly clean. This Mafter puts new-ftraw everymonth during fummer into the 
■beds; he is obliged only by-the Ildles of tlie Society to put it in once every quarter” he faid he found 
it neceiTary for cleanlincfs to put it in fo often at this i'eafon, that it was no Iofs to him, as it anfwered 
•as well afterwards for his cattle. The houfe was very neat, but tooM'mall -for the full number of the 
'eftablrthnrent, which is 5 a; the fchool-room and working-room, : which are divided from each other by 
•the hall, are only about 15 feet by 20 each. The Mafter has 24 fpinning-whecls, but at prefen t 
•employs but two, the boys being, when not at fchool, occupied in weeding the crops of the fiirni a'nd 
-working in .< large garden of an acre, for which purpofe they had fmall fpades adapted to their a*e 
■and ftrengtli. 0 

ffhe prefent Mafter, William Martin, is an old man, and has been 12 years in this fituation ; he 
'has £. 10. per annum falafy ; his daughter, who is the Miftreft, and who 'conducts the domeftic 
'economy of the eftabhihment, has alio a Diary of /. 10. per annum, and £. 4. per annum bounty for 
good conduct to each. The allowance for firing is £. 30. per annum; for candles and Toap ,0. 
There are two maid iervants. The ufual allowance for the diet of the children, and the ufual 
'deduction is made for -their labour, by which the- Mafter Did tlijtt he did not think -he either made 
•or loft. 

There is an excellent farm of 24 acres annexed to this School, for which the Mafter pays the 
Society 18 s. per acre rent;* he had 5 milch cows, he annually keeps 7, two had juft died; i~ 
acres of this land are under pafture ; he has 2 liorfes and 9 flieep, and fome pigs, who were confined. ’ 

The fchool is conduced by the Mailer's foil, who has been Ufiier 12 years, a^t the ufual Diary. 

1 he fchool is divided into five elafles, with a Monitor to each, as appeared by an education b -ole 
w ich he kept; all the books of the boys wire clean and in good order, and are here, and at the 
•other fchdojs, kept- in a prefs when not in ufe; he informed me that till -of his boys wrote, and T f.tw 
a pile of clean and fair written copies. I examined ‘his head clafs in a chapter of St. Luk«,-of which 
Uiey explained the hiftory very well; they 'had the Church and Dr. Man’s Catechifm,in which I 
■examined them up and down, perfe.ftly by heart; 39 are able to read the Scripture, as I found on 
trial, the reft are reading and fpelling in the fmallef books of the Society; the Proteftant Catechiftn 
is got by heart by the -upper clafies, but all -begin with the Church and I?r. Man’s, then the 
’Proteftant, and laftly Croffman's. Several of the boys told me they had feen their parents lately” 
and others faid they had not feen theirs, but had got ‘letters from them, v'hich they had anfwered-; 
the Ullier faid he always examined their -letters, to correct bad fpelling ; but that when a parent 
came to vifit a child he left them together. There is an attending Phyfician, at a falary of /. 10. per 
annum, who, I obferved by the Vifi tor's book, had from the 2d July to the 28th, whilft fome of the 
boys were ill- and recovering from a fcaiiet fever, vifited and reported in the book every day, the + 

!ate of his patients during this illnefs, which ran through 20 of the children : the Mafter informed 
nie that -he had then converted his barn into an infirmary ; all the children recovered. The 
uilding allotted for an infirmary, and which is at one end of the offices, is only 12 feet by jo, the 
cci ing about 12 feet from the ground; it had two very fmall windows,' was on the ground floor, and 
no way fit'for the purpofe ; fucli as it wa-s, however, it was very clean, had a bed with proper beddinrr 

1:1 ft, and no lumber of- any kind. ° 

I faw an abundant fupplv of Iheets, flioes, ftocking 3 and clothing, in the wardrobe, plentiful ftores 
m6a anc * anc * a w ell replenifhed dairy.

This School-houfe- ia.a moft noble and fpacious building, erected about 60 years ago, as appears by 
-the date over the door; it is fituated juft under the Rock of.'Cafhel, and enclofed in a very, large 
court. It contains an admirable, fchool-room and dining-hall ; 2 dormitories 28 feet fquare every way, 
in the one there were. 18 beds, in the other 17 ; they were clean and well furnifliedm every refpeft; 
each bed was labelled with the names of the-boys who-flept in them ; (at. -all the fchools, 2 • boys lie 
in each bed); thefe rooms were peifeaiy well ventilated by fix windows in each, the walls ami 
flooring very clean ; there are two ltaircafes to the houfe ; the committee-room, Mahers apartments, 
kitchen, ftore-iooms, &c. .are .moft fpacious. It has every.accommodation.for a great eftablifliment 
of the kind, but a good- infirmary ; the prefent one, which has a pitched roof, and- refembles aloft, 
is placed over and outfide an extra kitchen for baking the bread and making the ftirabout in. I here 
is a very large garden (which -was. not in good order) behind the houfe; in this there was a well of 
- water, which is, a lcarce. article at Cafliel. There was-an excellent ball-alley for the boys. 

I found the Miftrefs- . of this fchool, who received me, in a great ftate of agitation and confufion, 
her hulband, the Matter (who had been.feven years in that fituation> having, lately abfconded ; he had 
2 one up to Dublin -to receive the money paid-in -advance every quarter by the Society for the 
' maintenance of the School, .and pretended to bis wife- that he had . loft his. pocket-book, and was 
afraid to return; the fad is, he had contrafted heavy- debts (-nearly £.400. as I was told) for 
. neceffaries . furnifhedvto the-fchool by tradespeople in, Call) cl, and they had leized upon his ftock ; the 
keepers were in the ’ houfe when I entered. The Matter of Caftlemartyr School, who had been 
appointed to ■ fuceeed him, had not yet arrived. The Catechift Vifitor, the 'Reverend Mr. Whitty, 
Applied the food for the children in the interim. AiuUflier who. had been 14 years in the fituation, 
and of whomdlie Vifitor (whom-I afterAvards waited upon) gave the be ft character, lor the .prelent 
. conducted the fchool.' , 

There were 75 boys in the fchool; yhad run away the latt week, all but two wenr-found-and 
brought hack; one had retarfied voluntarily, he told me he found he could not get.a place ; there!,; 
fold they had eloped becaufe the blatter flogged fceerely ; they allagreed. in liking the.Uflier, who 
ihey faid ufed them moft kindly and well. A man bred up in one of the Charter Schools, who had 
, been Ulher at a fchool fuppreffed, acted as a fupernumary .Uflier, without any allowance. 

The boys .all looked well and healthy; I examined their heads and hands, which were perfe&ly 
..dean; 16 of the leaft boys (whom the Miftrefs informed me had been fent.down from the Dublin 
Nur-fery in May laft) were very fliabbily clothed in the -extra -fuit oi the Society, and a few o 
them were -without (hoes and ftockings ; all the reft, whom the Miftrefs called her own boys, were 
clothed in the fuit fupplied by the Matter, which was very good, and they all had good (hoes am 
dockings on; they had been at church, which they are obliged to. attend on- I-ridays. Not a boy was 
Tick ; one little boy bad a bandage over his eyes, whicht-were fore. The Miftrefs here complained a o, 
that almoft all thofe fent laft from the Dublin Nurfery arrived with fore eyes. 

I law the boys dine on wheaten bread and broth; -.1 aided them which they liked belt, brea or 
potatoes.; there was an univerfal flioutof “ potatoes." The Miftrefs faid, that finding many of the c 1 
dren would not eat ftirabout, ftie had difeontinued it, and gave them new milk and bread for break ai , 
and milk and potatoes inftead of ftirabout for fupper : they all appeared to have been well fed. 
a large ftoreroom with, a great deal of fheeting in i.t, flioes and ftockings, and the every-day c oto 
ing. The late Mailer (as. the Vifitor informed me) had by his plaufible manners and conduftimpo e 
. upon the Local Committee as . well as upon him ; but they had at laft.difcover.ed that he was wort e s 
and extravagant, but that he certainly had taken good care of -the children as to their oo an 
clothing. There are 21 acres of Indifferent land annexed to this School ; the fences of it were- a 
whole, of the hoyfe and. offices were newly Dated in the beft and moft permanent manner, lherc a 
two, maids only allowed ,to -this eilablilhment. _ , 

An Apothecary, who lives in Cafliel, attends almoft every . day. The ages of the children were 
-7 to 16 years. .The- Uflier informed me that 49. of the boys read, 38 wrote, and lie fliewe * e ” 
.good fpecim.ens- cf clean, writing ; 3 6. we re in arithmetic ; I faw that feveral were in the rule of 1 
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fibnut 15 were beginning tofpell. I examined bis firflj clafs- in Scripture hiltory, and was muck 
leafed with their anfwering ; the three. Catechifms are equally taught, firlt the Church, then Dr. 
Mann’s, and laftly the Proteftant. Th.e Rules and Regulations, aiid Dietary of the fchool were . liung up 
ia the fchool-room. -

The very neat and regularly buil t village of Innifliannon is beautifully fituated in a deep valley, , 

• which lies about. 12 miles Ibuth of the city of Cork, and within two miles of the town of Bandon-; 
the inhabitants are almp.fi every one of the eftublifiied religion, and are the defendants of a colony 0? 
Northerns fettled here " by the late Mr. Adderley. The cotton weaving trade is. carried on in Inni- 
. ftannon. The SchooLhoufc . is fituated op an eminence over the village ;• it has a doping lawn of a» 
acre, which is ufed as play ground, and is well endofed by a wail. The houfe in every refpeift is well 
•calculated for the -purpofe of a fchool, and contains, an excellent fchool-room abput 24 feet fquare v 
and 3 dorniitories,. they are on the fecond floor-; the centre one is 23 feet-fquare, the two other's 
about 20 feet long by J5 broad ; they contained 22. beds, which were in the cleaueft order; the Mafter 
puts frefhliraw in the beds once a month; the floors of thefe dormitories, thofe of the 2 ftaircafes 
and paflkges, andof-all the rooms, were uncommonly neat, and whitened with free-done. . I found here 
.a good infirmary, fituated at the. -top of -the houfe; there were four beds in it, perfectly clean and ready 
for ufe : the Miftrefs, an uncommonly decent woman, informed me that if a child complained of an

•don, Kinfale, and from the village. The only delicate looking child I law , was one of thofe fent- from 
Monaftereven, the reft were ruddy and healthy ; two wore caps, and had underneath the plafter recom- 
mended by the Society for fore heads; they were in- their -every-day clothing, which was frill, pretty 
. good, and had (all but two little boys with fore feet) Ihoes and ftockings. I law in the wardrobe, a 
.jacket and waiftcoat and a pair of breeches for each boy, perfectly good; one of the latter had never 
■ been yet worn, The children were in the fchool-room, which is alfQ the working-room, knittingftock- 
inas, when I arrived ; they are alfo employed in the. garden, and at the lighter labours of the farm. 

James Corry has been the Mafter feven years; lie has the ufual falary and allowance for his and his 
wife’s diet ; 20. guineas per annum for firing, and £. 4.. low. only for foap and candles; he is allowed 

6 . 6 s. per quarter for the wages and diet of two maid fervants. lie has a farm, which is oppofite to 
•the houfe, of .40 acres, for \Vhieh he pays a rent of 10s. an acre; the Mafter reported that the land 
•was ijo.t of • the heft ■ quality, that half of it was covered with rock and furze ; it rained f*> hard, that I, 
was obliged to take his.report of it: he has feven milk cows, which, with two heifers and anhorfe, 
were his flock, d faw a very full dairy,. 

-There is an Uflicr, Edward Duncan, whom the Mafter admitted principally conduced the -fohodj.. 
The Mafter manages the farm, and liis wife and ; grown-up, daughters the domeftic {economy •; 'their 
appearance, as well as that of the fervants, was very decent. I examined the firlt and die laft clafs, tire 
former .in a chapter in the New. Teftament, which fome of the boys explained very well ; the laft clafs 
read the. fhort fentences in their fpelling books as well as could be expected from their ages, from 7 to 
8 years; 28 of the .boys write, fome,- -good fair hands; 15 cipher, fome of whom we?e in Redacftion, 
and fome.in Practice-,; all of thefe haclgone thrqugh the firft fourrul.es. 

The parents are allowed to vifit the children ; 1 'everaV told .me they had fee.n (heir parents within thp 
week. Tfre .Mafter .informed me that molt of .the children are apprenticed in the county and fome in 
»the -town ; that he has more applications for apprentices than he can fupply .; the boy who had eloped, 
and who was not yet .fit to be apprenticed, he believes to be fereenpd in Bandon. The Cutechift 
Vifitor’s laft Report was dated 28th Auguft. • 

1 left this School at.five o’clock, .^ much pleafed as furprifed at finding an eftablilhmclit placed in 
fo. remote a fituation fo very well cond'afted, .as far as I was enabled to judge. By the fchool lift .of.

The School-houfe, which is fituated three quarters of a mile from the Church of Dunmanwa-, i a a 
• fub'ilantial building, about 60 years eredted.; it is inclofed in a large court in front, and has another in 
n r ean; it lies on very riling ground. The town is the property of the Cox -family, and is inhabited 
by the defendants of a colony of Northern weavers, planted there by Sir Richard Cox, the biftorian 
and afterwards Chancellor of Ireland. The majority cf the townspeople are of the ; Eltablilhed 
Religion, as I was informed. The houfe contains two good dormitories, each about 30 feet by 18, the 
one over the other, the lower one had five large windows, the upper one three fmall ones; there were 
15 beds in the firft and 11 in the others, well fornilhed in every refpect, and thoroughly neat; there 
isagood .fchool-room, which is. ufed as the dining-hall. The whole infide of the houfe is in perfed 
order, and nothing hut the Hating of the houfe and oflices feemed to want. repair- The fences of the 
farm, the garden and court-wall, were in perfect order. 

Y'm. Nonwood, bred to the weaving b.ulinefs, has been 12 years the Mailer, and his wife the Miftrefs 
at the ufual falary; £. 15. per annum is allowed for firing (turf); ^.8. for foap and candles; the Mailer 
laid he could not fupply his fuel atlefs than £.30. per annum, had he not rented a piece of bog. IJe 
holds 1 fiacres' of land of poor quality from the Society, at £. 5. 45. per annum rent, but he alfo rents 
4% acres ofiaiid adjoining, at 60 guineas per annum, part of which is 'paliure ; lie conllantly keeps 
15 milcii cows (this the Catechiit Vifitor confirmed) and that he does .not fell any milk, but finds 
that number neceffary for his boys, as be never mixes the milk. There are two maid fervants, at the 
bfual allowances. I found abundant llores of flour, and potatoes, and turf, and the bell fupplied ward- 
robe I hdve feen ; I found in it two good coats for each boy (befides the one on them) one of which 
\«as altiioll new, and piles of flioes, Hookings, Iheets and trowfers, neatly laid up in large bafkets. 

' There are 49 children in the fchool, all remarkably well-looking healthy children ; one only (whom 
l had not noticed) was pointed out to me by the Mailer, who had a fmall dwelling on his leg, which 
looked like a bad feurvy, he bad had itoff and on for five years: 

Their every-day clothing was Hill very good, and their fhoes and llockings excellent. 

I found the boys in the fchool-room when I arrived, and the Ullier hearing the head clafs reading 
the booh of Kings.; they read very well, and they anfwered much to pleafe me in Scripture hiftory; 

I 'alfo examined them in the Explanation of the Cfeed; which they had perfedtly from Doctor Man’s, 
Ca.techifm ; the Church, DoClor Man’s, and the Proteflant, are equally taught here.; 29 write, I faw 
fome lpeciniens of good writing ; it appeared by the fum books, that fcveral were in the Rule of Three 
and in Practice ; all but eight could read, as I proved, and three only were fpelling ; the ages of the 
children from feven to fourteen. The fchool is divided into five clafles, and is conducted principally by 
the Ullier, who has the.itfual allowance, and by the Mailer’s fon, Who fopplies his father’s place, who 
attends to the farm and the work of, the children. They are taught to weave, and are in geheral ap- 
prenticed to weavers at Bandon, Krlbnttan, and Clonakilty, where the cotton trade is flourifliing. 
The V ifitor, the Reverend hlf. Tuckey (-whom I waited Upon) informed me that they had more appli- 
cations for apprentices than they -could fuppiy; that he feldom confented to apprentice any in Dun- 
manway, becaufo the bufinefs. carried on there, wits making Victory, (a poor ipecies of linen, which fells 
for 5 (I. and 6<1. per yard, and which Is bought by the Cork merchants to be exported to the Brazils 
■t6 clothe the Haves) is To •very poor a trade that the mafters could not afford to feed and clothe the 
apprentices as he could wifii, and as they had been accuflomed to ; but he apprenticed them in Cork, 
Bandon, Kilbrittan, and Clonakilty, to cotton-weavers moftly ; that the inclinations of the b6ys 
•were always conful ted before they were apprenticed to a trade or fervice. Their parents come fre- 
quently .to fee fome of them ; two boys parents, who lived in Bandon, had been to fee them, as they 
told me, the day before I was there. The boys are alfo employed in the garden, and at the lighter 
labours of .the farm. A t. one o’clock 1 faw them dine on potatoes and milk; each boy had about 
sflbs. to jibs, on his trfencher, and a large porringer of milk. The Mailer faid he had difeontinued 
lo give fliraboutj as the meal ..was at thisi’eafon multy. I found here, that all the boys alfo preferred 
' .potatoes to Bread. ’ ' • 

i liere is an infirmary, with a room ©f recovery adjoining it, neither well Tuited for the purpofe; 
the latter was over an extra kitchen for baking bread, &c. and there was lumber in the infirmary. 

! be Mailer reported, that there had not been any infectious complaint in the fchool fince 1796, when ‘ 
-i fio foldiers, who had been billeted upon his houfe, had left a fever behind; and that during the 12 
years that he hadbebn Mailer, only 3 children bad died. ' 

~:k ' There .is .no- attending Phyfician to this fcbool ; when a boy is ill, the Mailer goes to a Phyfician 

in Bandon, anddeft'-ifibes the nature of his fymptorns, and the Phyfician writes a prefcription gratis, ’ 
which he the Mailer carries to the Apothecary of the town, who makes it up, and the colt is charged 
to ‘the Society. The Vifitor’s laft Report was dated 26th. 

! ^ ^ad a mo! ^ excellent account of the Schoolmaller, his Wife, and the Ullier, from the Vifitor; and t 
every thing I faw confirmed it. Nothing could exceed the decency of the appearance of the whole 
fimilv ; the children looked moll cheerful and happy, and their inTtrudlion feemed very well attended 
to.

Two little girls looked delicate in their health, one told me her mother lived iii 
Kmlale, file was confumptive; the other had fome ftomach complaint; the reft were asTiealthy looking 
girls as could be feen any where. One girl only has eloped from the fchool within the three lafl years; 
•fiie went oft the , day after her father and 'mother, who came from Dublin to Tee ’her, had been at the 
-fchool. The girls are taught to knit, to card and fpin ; the materials are fupplied by the Matter, 
who is allowed 4 d. per day for the (ii'et of each child, and is charged 20s. per head for the labour of 
•three fourths of -them.; the fpinning wheels and carding machines are fupplied by the Society. 

The girls are apprenticed at about fourteen years of age toTeWice, few of them at Charleville’, 
winch is a very Roman Catholic town, but they are apprenticed chiefly in the counties of Cork and 
Limerick, at Ratliheall, Kilfinhane, Blarney, Adair and in the neighbourhood, where the re' are 
numerous- Proteftant families.

’ The ; boys are employed in fpihning and knitting their ftdc'kings, and at the farm and in the gardes, 
when not "at' fchool.' ; There was in the fchool-room’, in which every thing feemed well arranged, .an 
Education-roll and a Labour-roll, -(hewing at -one view the employment allotted to each boy, and the 
books he was reading; a Lift of the boys in each 'clSfs was hung over their refpedlive -forms; the 
Sules of the Society ahd Dietary were hung up. I had no time here to examine the boys in their 
•learning, being obliged to return to Lknerick' 'the fame day, there being no accommodation hearer. 1 
faw feme well written copy-books, and ttirrfe ciphering-books, with firms in the Rule of Three --and 
PrafHce.

He faid that there were lev-era! young men reared in the fchool, -now very well fettled as farmers, 
andfomeas weavers, in the neighbourhood.; and he further afferted, that -'this -School had. given an 
Admiral to the Britifh Navy, who after he was made a Pott Captain came to vifit the fchool,. and 
•thanked his father, \vho had been Matter, for the care he had taken of him in his youth. lie faid he 
was prefent in the fchool when this occurrence took place. 

, At Uvo i; , o'clock I .faw, the children dine, in the fchool-raom, on good beef and potatoes-, forved vip in

''This is a -School ’for .girls. When I entered the fchool-room,. I. faw -65 girls in it at work, 15 were 
Spinning, the reft were knitting, one was aUltting in the kitchen. A draft, of 12 little, girls; who had 
-come from Cliarlemont-ffreet Nurfery in Dublin, about Three months ago,, had brought fort-eyes into 
the 'fehodl, but they Vert cured when. 1 -faw the' fchool; and nine of the girls had lately recovered 
4 pm the whoopLug cough-; all appealed to me to be in perfeft health. They were drafted in a.dark- 
cojoured fluff, Without' any facing, that I recollect; had all good fhoes and ftodrings on, their hands 
and heads were perfectly clean, and they were plump and cheerful looking children ; their ages from

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about eight to thirteen years. J. faw their new clothing in a ftore-room of a dark-coloured home- 
■made fluff, very thick and warm ; and a large fiore of (hoes, Hookings, fliifts and flannel petticoats 
The whole houfe was in the neateft flate, and beft order ; the flooring, which was coloured with free- 
ftone or marie, had the appearance of a ftone floor. The houfe was built and endowed by one of the 
•Roden family with twenty acres of land, on condition that forty girls or boys-ffiould be educated ia the 
•fchool* which is capable of .perfectly accommodating, that number, but is much too fmall for the 
number at prefent in it. The fchool-room is fmall and ill lhaped, and the children are obliged to 
■dine in a' very fmall -kitchen -for want of a dining-hall ; there are two dormitories, about fifteen feet 
bv flxteen, containing each feven beds -in the cleaneft flate, they are on the fecond floor, and infide of 
•them there was. a clofet containing four beds, two of which are for the maids, of which there are 
three to the eftablilhment ; there were two dormitories more over the former ones, and of the fame iize, 
one contained eight the other nine beds, all thoroughly neat and well .fupplied j the committee-room 
was the beft fized apartment in the houfe. 

The Mafter, Thomas Blaekflone, who has the ufual Hilary of twelve pounds, and eight pounds 
•bounty -for himfelf and his wife, has been above four years Mafter. The allowance for firing is thirty 
.-pounds, and vfor foap and candles -twelve ..pounds ; this Mafter keeps fix milch cows ; he gives the girls 
•potatoes for fupper with , their milk, and ftirabout -only at break fad. There is an Uflierefs, at the 
■ufual falary ; (he and the Miftrefs conduit the fchool.; the Vifitor., whom I found at the fchool, praifed 
both for their competency and good conduit. • .The Mafter fuperintends the fchool-farm, and another 
-which he rents. There has been but one elopement from this School in four years. The girls are appren- 
ticed in the .neighbourhood of Limerick to .fervic-es, and are in much requeft, as the Vifitor informed 
me. There was a girl in the houfe when I was. there, who had fought refuge in it from .a mafter who 
•had ufed her ill; her return had been reported to the Society. 

I examined two claffes in reading, who read very fluently, and anfwered in Scripture liiftory uncom- 
monly well.; the Church* , Doctor Mann’s and Croflmari’s Catechifm, are taught; but the Catechift 
Tuid he had difcontinued the Proteftant Catechifm, . becaufe he thought the children could not under- 
stand it; the Catechift s laft Report .of -their .pr-qgrefs -in the religious part of -their inftruCtion, dated 
.the morning of. the day I was there, was a moll favourable one : ; and far as , I could judge, this .eliublilh- 
ment feemed extremely well conduced, and the girls were well looking, dean, and healthy children. 

The School-houfe, which is an antique looking building of .three ftories, is enclofed in acourt yard, 
■on each fide of which are the -offices, the bating of -which as well as of the houfe had juft been put 
-into complete repair ; .there .is a. large garden in ..the rere. The houfe is beautifully fituated on an 
.eminence-over the village of Newport, which lies. about 12 miles from Limerick on the Dublin fide. 

There . is no infirmary to this, houfe-; a garret of the houfe .is ufed for this purpafe when .wanted,

Wednefday, 14th September; half paft 10 o’clock. 

This is iilfo a'School for.girls, and it contained fifty ; mod of thefe had been. fent there from the Dublin, 
Monaftereven, and Shannon Grove Nurferies. Theonly fick child I faw had been -font from the latter 
.-place, (he had fome complaint in her head and knee, and.fdid not attend fchool ; there had not been 
another child fick, nor bad any child died in the fchool fince September laft, when one of thofe lent 
from Shannon Grove -died of a decay. The Mafter-faid, he believed all the Tick children from Shannon 
Grove Nurfery. were fent to him; hebad returned back two, whobad the evil or -feurvy. It is nine- 
years fincean elopementhas-tak-en place from this School, as the Catechift, whom I met at it, informed me. 
The girls were in the fchool-room when I arrived ; fome were at work, fpinning, and others making up 
their .new clothes, and the younger ones at their books; the Miftrefs and Uflierefs. (two remarkably 
decent women) were in the-fchool-room ; all the girls, excepting three lately admitted, can read, twenty-, 
feven write, and ten cipher-; I faw fome very good fpecimens of their writing. There are half-yearly 
examinations held at this fchool by the ladies of,. the -neighbourhood, fix of whom are of the Local 
Committee ; and premiums of foibles and prayer-books, and infome cafes of filver medals, are given to 
the beft anfwerers. I heard the two upper claffes read, which they did correctly, and with a very 
.good accent, and I then examined them in the chapter in the bible, the 7th of Saint Luke, which they 
bad read verfe about.; their biblical information in general was very good, for their ages ; three of the _ 
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girls furprifed me. by their anfwering. There is a clafs of fix girls in this fehool, who are allowed to 
work for themfelves ; i. e. the price of the materials and of the days labour (which goes to the Miftrefs) 
is deduced, and then the frocks and handkerchiefs &r. which they make up and work are fold, and 
the furplus is the property of the girls ; one girl was pointed out who had lately earned three guineas ; 
the money is kept -by the Miftrefs* for each girl till the is out of her apprenticethip. All the girls 
are apprenticed in the neighbourhood, which is a very Proteftant one ; the Curate of it informed me, 
that there were feven. hundred Proteftants in the parifii, which is about four miles fquare. 1 faw in 
the Vi fi tor’s book the Report of the ladies and gentlemen of the neighbourhood, who had attended the 
laft examination held in June; it contained the higheft praife of the conduft of both M after and 
Miftrefs, and of their management of the fehool, and concluded in the following words : “ We con- 
“ gratulat.e the Committee of Fifteen on the profpect of fo many girls educated in this fehool, likely 
“ to become fuch ufeful members of Society ; and we are falisfied, that no Matter or Miftrefs can 
“ acquit themfelves more confcientioufty in the difeharge of their duty to the children and to the Com- 
“ niittee of Fifteen.” This was (igned by feven ladies and four gentlemen, who I was informed were 
of the firft diftinflion, in the neigbourhood. 

Alexander Achefon has been Matter of this fehool 3 years, and his wife the Miftrefs; their joint 
falary £■ 12. per annum, the lifuul bounty and allowance for diet; he is allowed for firing £. 12 .per 
annum, and £.10. for l'oap and candles; and has two maid fervants, who were both brought up in 
the fehool, and he is allowed £. 5. per annum for each, and 5 d. each per day for their diet. The Cfiierefs, 
who had been two years in her lituation, and had the dual allowances, came from Baggot-ftreet Charter 
School, in which fire was educated. There is an attending Phyfician, who lives at Rofcrea, 4 miles 
diftant, who is allowed £. 15. per annum for medicine and attendance; I faw by the Viiitor’s book, 
that he had regularly reported upon the cafe of the fick girl, the cleanlinefs of the houfe, and the 
- goodnefs of the childrens food. There was a finall infirmary detached from the houfe, it was perfedfy 
clean, but empty. . 

The School-houfe is beautifully fituated upon an eminence, about a quarter of a mile from the Church 
of Dunkcrrin, and was endowed about the year 1740 by a Mr. Frank with 20 facies of excellent 
land, for which the Maflter now pays the Society £.9. per annum ; it was one of the conditions of the 
grant, as I was informed, that a Charter School ftiould be kept there ; the farm was in very good order, 
and the Mafter had 5 cows on it, which be laid were all milch ones. The clothing on the children 
was very good, and the wardrobe and ftores were well fupplied ; the new clothing, which I faw the 
elder girls making up, was of a very ftrong and warm dark ftuff, half yarn and half worfted, trimmed 
with yellow. The houfe, every' part of which was thoroughly neat, contained 3 dormitories ; one was lS 
feet by 26, and contained 1 1 beds ; another was of the fame fize, and contained alfo 1 1 beds ; the 3d wass 
18 by 18, and contained 6 beds ; the Uftieiefs flept in one, and a maid in each of the others. There is 
ail excellent fchool-room, which is at prefent alfo the dining-hall. A confiderable addition was build- 
ing to the houfe, which would give it a dining-hall and other conveniences. The houfe has two ftair- 
cafes and a porch, and makes a very good appearance outiide; there is a fpacious court before and 
another behind it; and a very fine well of water at a finall diftance fupplies that neceffary article. 

1 faw the children dine on potatoes and milk, they had plenty of both, the former were fubftituted 
for ftirabout, which in the Dietary was ordered for the dinner for the day. 

1 left the School at one o’clock, very well fatisfied with all I had feen.

he keeps five milch cows. He is allowed tv. o maid fervants at. £.5 per annum wages, and 51I. per day 
diet for each ; thofe in the houfe when I was there, were hired by the week, being ‘Roman Catholics, 
"bom the Society do not allow to be fervants in their fchools, unlefs Proteftants cannot be had, 
'•hich was the cafe here, as the Mafter reported, and the reafon of thefe being hired by the week J. 
The Ulher, Patrick Tracey, has thc ufual allowance ;• he had been above' a year at the' fehool, and 
fent from Olontarf Charter School, in which he had been educated.

BAGGOT- 
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BAGGOT-STREET SCHOOL; DUBLIN. 

Saturday, 15th October ; — 2 o’clock. 

This Charter School Houfe, which is fpacious, and well adapted for the purpofe, is fituated on the 
Black Rock Road, a little beyond one of the bridges over the Grand Canal ; it is three dories, 
high, with two fmall wings, the fchool-room is in one of them, and the infirmary in the other ; there 
is a paved yard behind the houfe for play-ground, and aim all garden beyond it. 

This is a fchool for girls, and it contained 62, of which number three were fick in the infirmary ; the 
reftwere very healthy, well-looking girls, whofe ages were from 10 to 1 8 years old. Their drefs which 
was perfedtly good and remarkably neat, confided of blue camleteen, check bibs, white handkerchiefs, 
and worlted (lockings, which they knit ; their clothes are fupplied by the Society.* The Mafter of the 
fchool is allowed 5 id. per. diem for the diet of each girl. The girls are employed at plain and fine 
needle- work, which is afterwards fold, and one half of the profit is carried to the account of the Soci- 
ety, the other half is the property of the Mafter; the returns of the labour of the girls laft year amounted 
to/. 40.. They are apprenticed to trades and fervices, and a choice is always given them. This fchool is 
alfo intended to fupply Ufhereffes to the other Female Charter Schools, and to private endowed Cha- 
rity Schools in the country. The prefent Ulherefs of the fchool had been one of the giris of the houfe- 
and three others have been provided for as Ufhereffes to fchools, (nice the commencement of this Efta- 
blifhment in 1804. 

Samuel Mac Murray has been Mafter fince the fchool was hrft opened^and his wife the Miftrefs - 1 
their joint falary is £.24. per annum and/. 12. bounty, and one (hilling a day for the diet of both; 30 
tons of coals are fupplied by the Society, and /.3a. is paid to the Mafter for foap and candles '; he is 
alfo allowed 15 guineas per annum for one maid fervant ; the reft of the bufinefs of the houfe is done 
by the girls ; fix attend the kitchen, which was in very neat order. The Ulherefs, who has been two 
years in her place, has the ufual falary, bounty, and allowance for diet. The fchool is divided into fix 
dalles, with a Monitor to each, the Ulherefles are felefted from the Monitors ; fome of the girls are 
now fit to be Ufhereffes, as I was informed. Whilft.I was at the fchool, the Catechifi Vifitor came, 
and I heard him examine a clafs of 1 2 girls in a portion of Dr. Man’s Expofition of the Four Gofpels ; 
their anfwering was furprifing, and proved that their religious iuftrucTion was rnoft particularly well 
attended to; 55 of the girls write, fome extremely well, as I faw by their copy books ; 52 cipher, 
fome of whom are in the Rule of Three ; all but two lately admitted can read and write. The fchooL 
room is about 30 feet long by 17 broad, and was very well lighted, and perfectly clean; the dining- 
hall, which adjoins it, is 26 feet by 18. There are three very excellent dormitories, one over the fchool- 
room, the other over the dining-hall, and of .the fame dimenfions; the firft contained 12 Angle and 4 
double beds, the other 6 double and 6 jingle beds ; the third dormitory is 32 feet by 17, and contained 
9 double and two Angle beds, befides a bed for the Ulherefs. All the beds were thoroughly neat in 
every refpeft, and well fupplied ; the whole houfe perfectly neat and clean in every part. The infirmary 
is a very good one, and was very well ventilated; it contained 9 beds ; three girls were in this apartment, 
one in an eryfipelas, one had fore eyes, and the 3d had fome complaint in her back. An Apothecary 
is allowed £. 30. per annum for medicines and attendance ; he had vifited the day I was at the fchool. 

The Committee of Fifteen is the Local Committee of this School, .which appeared to be a very well 
regulated eftablifhment in every refpect; the Mafter and Miftrefs of it feemed to : be mod proper and 
decent people in their line ; and all the girls had the appearance of being very weipfed, well taken 
care of, a,nd feemed very well inftrudted. 

Eighty girls have been apprenticed from this fchool fince its commencement in 1804 ; the greater 
part of fh'em in and about Dublin. 

I left it at four o’clock.

°r the purpofes intended, being fituated clofe to the fea-fhore, and about a mile from the Metropolis

Detached 
from the fchool-houfe, and enclofed in a court yard, are the infirmaries for the children affected with 
chronic complaints, and the hofpitai for infectious diforders, which is allb detached. The chronic 
infirmary confills of two feparate apartments, with a feparate- (laircafe to each, and anapartment for 
the attend-lits in the centre: of thefe infirmaries, one is for boys and the other for girls; the former 
. is about 30 feet - long by 15 wide, arid contained 20 beds, the other is nearly of the fame fize, and 
contained 14 beds; the windows of both are.Tmall and low, -and the rooms are dark, but each had 
a very large ventilator in the' ceiling.

“ The Affociation for-promoting the Knowledge and Practice of the Chriflian Religion, he ha cn 
12 boys to be examined, and that all of them had obtained premiums; in confequence of which, as 
well as of the former good anfwering of his boys at thele, examinations, -the Members 0 tie 
Affociation prefented to tlie Mafter a Bible with a fuitablc infeription, which I read, and whic 
gave a very flatteringateftimony of their approbation of -his conduct. Ninety-of the boys write. as 
the Mafter informed me ; and I faw fome very good fpecimens of round, fmall, and text an , 
cipher, Tome pf wbpjn.had gone through Vofter’s Arithmetic. There is a Local Committee 0 
Gentlemen refident in the neighbourhood, fome of whom occafionally fuperintend the fchoo , e* 
the regular Catechift Vifitor. -One. day in the week (Thuffday). is allotted for the vifits of the paren s. 
'The boys have no labour,. except occafionally working in a.large garden. Their whole time, excep 
is.allotted to play and meals, is pafied inthe fchool. At a proper age they are apprenticed to eiM

• conduct is incorrigibly bad, or w v hen a change of •circumftanees in the parents renders them obvioufly 
competent to make a more ample provifion for their children than - the Eftabliflmient of the Society 
can promife. But applications from, parents to reltore children, for the obvious purpofe of bringing 
them back tothe.Pqpiih ieligion, are feldom, if ever- made ; and if made, would certainly be refilled,

the Charter. Schools. 

T congratulate the Board upon the flourifliing hate of the Charter Schools of Ireland. Befiae the 
Tatis faction which we receive - from the profpect of having a -number of ufeful fubje&s added to the 
-community:, we. muff be. gratified by having it in our, power to evince to the Government of the United 
•Kingdom, that the- education of children in thefe' Schools is efficacious, practical, free from bigotry, 
■and in* every refpelt fuch as to put it Leyoid the reach of private defamation and public cenfure. 
"When our 'Report pafies through the hands of Government .to the Public at large, it will be compared 
■with Mr. Howard’s jul| representation of thefe- Schools at a former period ; this comparil'on will give 
an irrefragable proof of the gradual and encffcafing attention which is now paid to the lowefl clafies 
•of people in Ireland. This improvement is owing to the fagacity and perfeveranoe of the Committee 

■ of Fifteen, who have wifely enlrufted part of the fuperintendance of the Charter Schools to refpe&able 
gentlemen refident in the neighbourhood. I’y thefe and by other means pointed out in our Report, 
nearly ail the Charter Schools in Ireland have been brought to a high l’tate of regularity; the few 
inftances to the contrary which' have been reported to the Board, will of courfe produce reformation.; 
and their being reported to-us is an internal and. indubitable evidence, that the -Reports of 'Dr. Beaufort 

jand Mr. Corneille are not merely an echo of the reprefentatiohs of the Committee of -Fifteen orof 
■Local Committees. 

I (hall now .proceed to fuggeft to the Committee a few hints for farther improvement of the 
.Proleftant Charter Schools ; and, fir ft, as to the buildings. 

Buildings.] — In nioft places, infirmaries are wanting ; in many, dining-rooms and-work-fliops. To fup- 
ply thefe defect s, it is necefiary that perfons converfant with buildings (houid be conful ted ; and it appears 
tome, that a worthy and- ingenious member of our .Board, Mr.' Whitel&w, might be enabled to furnifii 
proper plans and eftimates for thefe purpofes, if lie were fupplied from the country with rough draw- 
ings of the prefent buildings, and of the ground on which they jftand. Wherever any difficulty occurs, 
it will be necefiary to fend an architect, to examine the buildings on the fpot. It would be fuperfluous 

■ to add, that whcrevef'I can- be of ufe, my fcrvices are at the difpofal of tire Committee. 

Tire gentlemen of the -Local Committees will in all cafes fuperintend, will provide proper o-verfeers, 
and will inform the Committee of Fifteen of the local prices of materials arid o f work. 

Building Additions.] — In all additions to buildings, after a plan has been approved of, it is better to 
employ raafons by the day than by the piece ; becaufe the junction of the new and old work requires 
■particular care, and this care cannot be expelled ‘from workmen engaged by talk, and becauie defelts 
•in this part of the bufinefs are eafily concealed, and cannot be eafily rectified. 

With refpect to infirmaries, it may be obferved, that the mode of ventilation fiiould be attended to 
•with care, avoiding the extremes’ of elofenefs arid. heat, -on the one blind, and of cold and thorough 
■drafts of wind, on the other. 

'■Proper 
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proper fupplies of water lhould alfo be provided, not by ordinary wooden pumps, but by flrong iron 
pumps, that iliould not require frequent repairs. 

Diet.]— The prefent dietary has been proved to be excellent, by the bed of dll poffible tefts, the 
health and ftrength of the children. It has been faid that they uniformly prefer potatoes to wbeaten 
bread' perhaps quantity in this cafe compenfates for quality. With reflect to flirabout, there is 
reafon’to believe, that food which palfes down the throat without medication, is neither fo agreeable 
uor fo wholibme as that which undergoes fuliicient madication : It has alfo been faid, that tire llir- 
about has been laid afide in many places, becaufe it promotes cutaneous difeafes; for this however 
there does not appear to be fuIEcient foundation j for our Report dates that oaten bread is iifed in fome 
of thefe Schools, and at the fame time it is dated, that even in thelc but few boys were infefted with 
any cutaneous difeafe. It might however become a ufeful fubjedt of experiment and enquiry, which 
it is in the power of the Board to profecute with very little trouble, and with great and permanent 
advantage to the public. 

Religious Infraction.] — This in aimed every School fully anfwers and fometimes furpalfes expcfta- 
tion; the Catechifts mod laudably attend their duty, and their labours are fnccefsful. The Trait 
called “ The Tnd'ifant Cutechifm” had been omitted in many places, it is now entirely difearded. 
After all that has been faid by others, 1 lliall in as few words os poffible exprefs my own fentimenls ; 
it is my doty to do fo, or 1 (lionld decline the fubjeil altogether. The higheit authority that public 
dation and private charadter can create, has functioned the opinion, “ That whatever a good parent 
of tlie higher ranks dionld do for the religions inftrudlion of his own children, (hould be done for 
« the poor." This benevolent and paftoral ientiment I am retaftantly obliged to queftion : Children 
of opulent parents have their minds cultivated by various knowledge j they have abundant fonrees of 
inftrudlion from books and converfation ; they are thus taught to dil'criminate, and even at an early 
ace to l-ealon. At a Charter School, the Children are with great propriety kept feparate from 
fociety, and no books get into their hands but fuel) as their Mailers chufe to give them, they Iliould 
therefore be taught dogmatically. The MriOB of our church (lionld moil certainly be early im- 
prefled on their memories, and they (lionld be made acquainted with the nature and tendency of -thole 
errors againft which we proteft j but I would by no. means prepare them to be difputants, were, they 
capable of entering the lifts; I fliould fear that they might burfl from the hive a fwarm of Sedtaries. 

The abfcrdities of Popery are fo glaring “ that to he hated, they need but to be ieen." But for the 
peace and profpority of this country, the mifguided Papift fliould not be rendered odious, he Iliould 
rather be pointed out as an objed of companion ; his ignorance fltould not be imputed to him as a 
crime; nor iliould it be prefuppofed that tliofe whole tenets are erroneous, cannot Lave their lives in 
the right. “ Thank God ! that 1 am a Proteftant ,” lhould be a mental thaukfgiving, not a public 
taunt. 

General Inftru&ion.] — Writing, reading, and arithmetic, are the ftandmg objects of attention. Of 
thefe, writing, except in one or two inltances, is well taught, reading not quite fo well, and arithmetic 
lets generally and perhaps lefs fuccefsfuliy than might be expedted ; yet of all the common acqmre- 
ments of which the young mind is capable, arithmetic is the moft ufeful ; its rules are logical, their 
foundation is laid in immutable truth, tlieir developement excites and gratifies early curmlity, and it 
is impoilible to have learned the higher rules of arithmetic urder a good Mailer, without having tile 
general powers of the mind improved ; and what end can be propofed more advantageous to lociety in 
the education of the poor, than to give them good fenfe, and reafoning minds f To make the poor good 
and wife, and tradlable, give them fufficient powers of difeermr.ent, and they will drfeern their real 
interefts amidfl the fophiftry of thofe who endeavour to miflead them. 

Books.]— To form the judgement and influence the feelings of the children, befide the mftruehon 
of their Matters, proper books mutt be employed. I have been told, that m fome Schools the Greek 
and Roman Hiftories are forbidden; Well abridgements of thefe liiliories as I have feen are certainly 
improper; to inculcate democracy and a fooliili hankering after undefined liberty, is not needier}' in 
Ireland. But there are many other books .which may be advantageoufly permitted ; 1 (hall prelume to 
mention the following ; “ BarbauldV beautiful “ Hymns," “ Moral Annals," and “ Butler s Arithmetic 
which is fttllof folid uteful fafls, adapted to every purfuitof their future lives; alfo “ Butler sGeography, 
with any other compendium of Geography that mentions the produas ot ditterent countries 

It is often faid in England, that an Irifhman does not know his right hand from lus left; let onr 
poor children be tnught the cardinal points of the compafs, let them learn to know the polettar, and 
three or four of the confiellations, the caufesof day and night, and the annual motion ot the earth; 
even Caliban is proud of thefe acquirements. The principles of draining, abridged, and fimilar parts 
of agricultural knowledge, applicable to the fixation of the lower daffies of the people, may he 

advantageoufly taught. . , . , 

The children lhould fee fpecimens of the common poifonous plants and minerals, and antidotes 

fliould be pointed out to them. , . , . n , , , , ... . T , , 

For their umufement, dories inculcating piety and morality, and nidoftry, lhould be admitted. But 
every thing that leads to rettleffiiefs and adventure iliould be carefully avoided. 1 lie attention fliould 
be turned as much as poffible to fober realities ; for inftance, the habit of eft, mating meafurement 

v p fliould

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Should be early taught, it enlarges and occupies the mind, and is of daily ufe in every fituation of life 
A competent portion of what is here mentioned might be taught . by Mailers viiiting thefe Schools - 
from time to time, without much trouble or expence. 

Employment.]— To find proper employment for children is k dc/ideratum not yet attained, but it 
may be approached. It is always in the power of the Maher to encourage gardening, it is profitable 
to him, and healthful to his pupils; nurferies of trees are ftill better fou ices of employment and of- 
profit than common gardening. Boys take an intereft in what at the fame time occupies their minds 
and employs their limbs ; this intereft will grow up with them, and may by degrees Supplant that 
diatred for trees, which it is fa id fubfifts in Ireland. 

Knitting and fpinning are totally unfit and unprofitable for boys, weaving is a healthful exercife if 
ntit followed with two much afliduity; the flax mills now eftabhlhingfin Ireland w.ill loon fupply mate- 
rials every where. Is it to be fup poled that the legillature will retufe.to llipply looms? 

The boys fhould not work more than three hours a day. Looms for cotton and woollen goods fliould 
-of courfe be employed in fome places, in lie ad of thofe for-weaving narrow lacking and coarfe cloth. 

Stocking weaving inffcead of knitting fliould be introduced ; netting and weaving lafli-cord, curtain- 
line, and fringe for. furniture, might be tried. IWket-inaking is a good employment; fhoe-making is 
already taught, and it may be, more .generally introduced, for limes are becoming every day more 
common in Ireland. The hours for play in the fchools are not fullicienl ; ball-playing, gou<>k, and 
cricket, and all manly fports, -fliould be encouraged : “ Mens lar.a in corpore fano” is the ddcription 
■of-a ufeful citizen. A book fliould he kept. Hating privately the genius, merits, faults and progrefs of 
every boy in every fchool : from each. a certain number lhould be fclected every year. And different 
fchools iliould be efiabli.lhed, either upon the prelent or upon a new foundation, to breed boys to dif- 
ferent occupations; fervants, llioemakers, cabinet-makers, clerks, merchants, furyeyors, fchoolmafters 
purilh clerks and chorifters, and foldiers, who muft foon from their acquirements become lerjeants, 
and might then by. their education be brought forward in fociety. , It was thus that the Jefuits made 
their pupils fuperior to thofe in any other feminary on the Continent. “ Fas eft ct ah hofte doceri." 

In all cafes the work-boy and his Mafter fliould have part of the profit of their induftry ; and finely 
the Mailer fliould be .encouraged .to look forward, as he grows old, to a permanent eftablilhment 
for life. 

Confolidation of Schools.]— Upon the whole, the great ell improvement that could be made in thefe 
Schools, would be to reduce their number; four fchools containing from fix to feven hundred, accord- 
ing to local circumftances, Would aulwer all the ends propolad by the prefent diffufed ellablilliments. 
The fuperintendance of thefe fchools would be-eafy avid effectual. 

That difeipline by which armies are governed, which cannot take place in the management of a 
few boys, might be introduced amongft numbers ; the divifion into fmall bodies, with the fyftem of 
gradual fubordiuntion, and promotion from merit, would induce habits of fubmiflion and emulation, 
which would be carried from the fchool into every fituation where the boys might afterwards bq 
placed. 

It would be practicable to fend a Mailer in relation to thefe fchools for a fortnight twice a year, to 
teach various uletul parts of knowledge, foine of which are before-mentioned. From the impreffion 
made by incidental, inftruqtibn, the bent of each boy’s difpoiition might be learned, and his proper delii- 
nation might be afeertaiued. A ufeful and cheap apparatus might be had for this purpofe, and a 
proper mailer be found, \Vbo fliould not aim at teaching more than what is obvioully ufeful. Were this 
Apprentices of effected, Protellanl apprentices would- foon be in fuch high requell, as to make it an object of competi- 
Ctiarn-iS chools. tl0n amon gft the parents of the poor to have their children admitted into Charter Schools, and then 
by degrees the foolilh prejudice againll this mode of education would he eradicated, a circumftance 
which might in itfelf be of very high advantage to Ireland.

To the K I N G ’s Moll Excellent Majefty. 

The humble Petition of the Lord Primate, Lord ‘Chancellor, Archbifliop, Noblemen, Bilbops, 
Judges, -Gentry and Clergy of this Your Majefty’s Kingdom of Ireland, whole names are 
hereunto fubfevibed, 

Humbly Ihewetb ; 

That in many places of this kingdom there are great tracts of mountainy arid coarfe land, of ten, 
twenty or thirty miles iu length, and of a considerable breadth, almoll univerfally inhabited by Papills; 
and that in moll parts of the fame, and more efpecially in the provinces of Leinlter, M under, and 
Connaught, the Papills for exceed the Proteflants of all forts in number. 

That 
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That the generality of the Popifli Natives appear to have very little fenfe ci knowledge of Religion, 
hut what they implicitly take from their Clergy, to whole guidance in i'ucli matters, they feem wholly 
(o give themfelves up, and thereby are kept not only in grofs ignorance, but in great dilaffeftion to 
your facred Majefty and Government, fcarce any of them -having appeared to be willing to abjure 
the Pretender to your Majefty throne : lo that if fome effectual method he not made ufe of to irtftruft 
thefe great numbers of people in religion and loyalty, there feems to be very little prol'petSl but that 
iuperlcition, idolatry, and difaffaction to your Majefty, and to your Royal poltenty, will from genera- 
tion to generation be propagated amongft them. 

Among the ways proper to be taken for the converting and civilizing the fc poor deluded people, 
and bringing them (through the bieiliug of God) in time, to be good Ckrifttans and faithful fubje&s, 
one of the moft neceflary, and without which all others are like to prove ineffectual, has always been 
thought to be, that a fufficient number of Englilh Proteltant Schools be creeled and eftablilhed, 
wherein the childrenof the I rillr Natives 'might' be inftraoted in the Englilh Tongue, and the funda- 
mental principles of true Religion, to both which they are generally great ftrangers. 

In purfuance hereof, the Parilh Minifters throughout the kingdom have generally endeavoured, and 
often with fome expence to themfelves, to provide Mafters for fuch fchools within their relpeftive 
parifhes, as the law requires them to do; hut the richer Papilts commonly refufing to fend their 
children to fuch fchools, and the poorer, which are much the greater number, not being able to pay 
the accuftomed Mary, as the law directs, for their children’s fchooling, fuch Schoolmafters, where they 
have been placed, have feldom been able to fubfift ; and in moft places, fufficient Matters are dif* 
couraged from undertaking fuch an employment. Nor is it (we conceive) -to be expected, that the 
refidenceof the- Proteltant Clergy upon their refpective benefices, will ever be a fufficient remedy for 
this growing evil, if fome effectual encouragement be not given to fuch Englilh Proteltant Schools. 

To the intent, therefore, that the youth of this kingdom may generally be brought up in tire 
principles of true religion and loyalty in all fucceeding generations, 

We, your Majefty ’s dutiful and loyal fubjects, moft humbly befeech your Majefty, that out of your 
great goodnefs, you would be pleafed to. grant your Royal Charter for incorporating fuch perfons as 
your Majefty Hull think fit, and enabling them to accept of gifts, benefactions and lands, to fuch 
a value as your Majefty in your great wifdom (hull think to be proper; that the fame may be em- 
ployed under fuch rules and diredtions as your Majefty lhall approve of, for the fupporting and main- 
taining fuch Schools as may be erected in the moft neceiTary places, where .the children of the poor 
may be ta ugh t gr aft?. 

And we are the more encouraged to make this humble application, from the good fuccefs which ' 
the fame method has already had, and (through God’s bleffing) we hope .will further have, among 
your Majefty ’s fubjefis of North Britain ; 

And alfo in fome meafure by what we have feen already done in this Kingdom in fome few places, 
where fuch Schools have been eredted, and maintained at the private expence of charitable perfons. 

We humbly fubmit ourfelves to your Majefty’s great wifdom and goodnefs, and as in duty bound' 
fliall ever pray.

RETURN of Charter School Apprentices. 

From* Mr. Nelfon’s Returns, of 196 children apprenticed (from 11 Schools) 24 eloped from their 
Services ; 38 enlifted in the army or navy ; one relapfed to Popery ; 32 were ill-treated by their 
Mahers, or of doubtful conduct; and the remaining 10 1 were reported as doing well. 

Returns, though apparently not fo accurate as tliofe of. Mr. Nelfon’s, have been very lately received 
from the Mahers of Schools, of 825 Apprentices : Of thefe 48 eloped ; 17 enlifted in the army or 
navy ; 129 ill-treated by their mahers, or of doubtful conduct ; and the remaining 625 are reported 
as in general doing well.
